American Manufacturers’ Products in 
Demand Throughout the Empire, 
While the Trade in Cotton 
Cloths Show a Steady 
Growth.

Washington, October 15.—(Special)—Amer- 
jcan imports into China continue to in- 
crease, while those of other countries de- 
crease. This is shown by the statement of 
the Chinese trade reports for 1897, just 
received by the treasury bureau of statis- 
tics. The document in question is a large 
cate nEteearty .1,000 pages and contains 
reports\ from the customs officials of all 
the ports of China and also a general state- 
ment from the statistical secretary of the 
Chinese customs service, Mr. F. E. Taylor, 
who ealls attention to the general falling 
off in importations of cotton goods by 
reason of the erection of local cotton mills, 
hut says: “American goods, however, con- 
tinue to increase in favor, drilis showing 
an improvement of over 300,000 pieces, jeans 
of over 15,000 pieces and sheetings of near- 
ly 170,000 pieces—but these are almost the 
only exceptions to the general decline. 
Drills, except American, show a heavy de- 
crease, while jeans improved. Of sheetings 
except American less were imported by over 
half ‘a million pieces.”’ 

Mr. Tayior’s statement, however, con- 
tains a Warning to American exporters of 
kerosene oi] that their trade in China is 
being endangered by Russian and Sumatran 
oils, saying: ‘‘American oil is finding vig- 
oroug rivals in Russian, and especially 
Sumatran oil. In 1894 the figures of impor- 
tation were: American, 51,570,853 gallons; 
Russian, 17,500,283 gallons; Sumatran, 534,- 
280 gallons; while in 1897 they were, Ameri-_ 
can, 48,212,005 gallons; Russian, 36,924,125 gal- 
lons, and Sumatran, 12,212,278 gallons.”’ 

Trade in Cotton Cloths. 

The reports of the commissioners of cus- 
toms’ at the various ports also contain 
many statements of interest to American 
manufacturers. Commissioner Lay, of 
Newehwang says on the question of the 
growth of American trade in cvtton cloths: 
“The rapidity with which English drills 
have been disappearing may be by 
noting that the importation only four years

ago amounted to 80,000 pieces, while during | 


the period under review, 1897, only 3,000 
pieces arrived. The predominant position 
secured by American drills and sheetings 
referred to in past reports is now one of 
sheer supremacy. The most striking feat- 
ure in the category of sundries is the over- 
whelming importation of kerosene oil, in 
which trade the supremacy of the Ameri- 
can brands is exceedingly pronounced, for 
the large importation of 526,000 gallons in 
1896 has been eclipsed by the 2,041,000 gal- 
kns to the credit of the period under re- 
view.” , 

Commissioner Hippisley, of Tientsin, in his 
report, says: “The notable increases jn 
importation are 66,000 pieces in jeans and 
twills, 107,000 pieces in American drilis and 
175,000 pieces in American sheetings. Amer- 
ican kerosene ‘has risen from 2,743,200 gal- 
lons to 4,560,500 gallons; Russian. from 3,- 
246,000 gallons to 5,208,380 gallons, and Lang- 
kat from 25,000 gailons to 120,000 gallons.’’ 
Discussing the railway developments of 
that section of China, he says: ‘It is as- 
tonishing how speediiy Chinese, despite 
their reputed conservatism, adapt them- 
selves to a new environment and make the 
most of increasea transport facilities of- 
f<red them. Already Peking fruit is sent 
direct to Tangku for shipment south and 
Peking is similarly supplied with south-

More Increases Shown. 

Commissioner Carrall, of Chefoo, says: 
“In cotton goods the most notable increas- 
es in importations come under eshirtings of 
aii Kinds, 17,61 p.eces; American drilis, 36,- 
744 pieces, and Japanese yarn, wai.e de- 
creases are shown in English and Indian 
arius and sneetingse, handkerchiefs and 
towels. Five miiuion two hundred and 
eighty-one thousand and sixty galions of 
American kerosene oil were imported dur- 
ing the year, against 2,335,200 gailons in 
lpyt; while arrivass of Kussian Kerosene 
(677,800 ga.ions) more than doubied tne 
record of the previvus: year.’’ Comment- 
ing upon the experts of. silk goods, the 
commissioner addas: ‘The United States 
markets are now practicaily civsed on ac- 
count of the pronivsuve import duty levied, 
as Much as 7 per cent in some instances.” 

Commissioner Hugnes, of Wuhu, says: 
“Of foreign sundries the most important 1s 
kerosene oij, the increase in the impur- 
tation of which is something phenomenal, 
having risen from something over hall a 
million galions ten years ago to over two 
and a haif mijions .m the year under re- 
view. The American variety sull hoids its 
supremacy.” 

Lower Freight Rates. 

Commissioner Recher, of Shanghai, in his 
report, says: “In cotton goods, with the 
exception of Indian ‘T-ciotfs, American 
drilis, English jeans, American sheeltings, 
cotton lastuings and Japanese cotton cloth, 
all of which show a substantial increase, 
there was a downward tendency, Shirtings 
and drills from the United States and Cai- 
ada largely outnumbered thcse of tne rng- 
lish make, for the reason, it is alleged, 
that freight from America was much lower 
than from England. Re-exports of cottun 
goods improved 6 per cent, American makes 
counting for a good half of the apprecii- 
tion. <A: considerable expansicn of the 
kerosene oil trade is to be noted. Though 


| American oil retains its premuer position, 


both Russia and Sumatra have taken their 
fair share of the increase. The proximity 
of Sumatra to the Chinese market gives 
the Langkat product an advantage which 
has been fully availed of and followed up 
by the establishment of bonded tanks at 
Pootung.”’ 

Commissioner Von Mollendorff, of -singpo, 
gays: “Kerosene oil advanced 480,555 gal- 
lons, chiefly in American produce.”’ Com- 
menting on the cotton trade, he says: ‘The 
native cotton mill. established at this port 
has an addition of 6,000 spindles and the 
mill is run day ‘and night without inter- 
ruption.” 

Decreased Grain Importations. 

Commissioner Morehouse, of Amoy, re- 
marks that owing to an unusually good 
grain crop it was unnecessary to ‘mport 
American flour, rice or wheat to the ex- 
tent of former years, and adds: ‘“‘T-clorhs 
arrived to the extent of 62,088 pieces, an 
increase over 1896 of 10,617 pleces. American 
drills and chintzes exhibit increased figures 
—~1,252 pieces of the former and 4,02 of 
the latter are noted. Kerosene oil figures 
are the highest in the history of the port— 
3,830,920 gallone .arrived. The American 
production stands at the head, 1,723,690 gal- 
lons, followed by Russian, 803,770 gallons, 
while Sumatra amounts to 714,400 gallons. 
The trade in American flour fell off consid- 
erably, as the large rice crop obviated 
the mecessity of purchasing foreign flour.” 
Commissioner Piry, of Lappa, calls at- 
tention to the decrease in importation of 
European cotton goods in contrast with 
the reports of increased importation of 
American cotton govuds, and commeniing 
on the rivalry of Sumatran oil with that 
from the United States, says that whiie 
imports of American oil rose from 28, 270 
gallons to 356,595 gaflons, Sumatran oil in- 
creased from 68,675 gallons to 104,470 gallons, 
and adds: “Sumatran oil continues to be 
in great demand, and now, the third year 
of a steady advance, can be said to nave 
taken a firm hold on the market.”

England Will Not Accept Anything Less 
Than Evacuation. 


WAR PREPARATIONS BEGUN 


Marchand’s Report Is Now on the Way 
to Paris Officials. 


FRENCHMEN SEEM 10 WANT PEACE 


British Statesmen Have So Committed 
Themselves That Compliance Only 
Will Prevent War. 


London, October 15.—The week opened 


Fashoda and ended with the rumblings of 
a revolutionary volcano in Paris. 

The situation arising out of the question 
between Great Britat® and France as to 
the rignt of occupying Fashoda is extreme- 
ly grave. Everything hinges on the naiure 
of the report of Major Marchand, the 
French commander at Fashoda, which is 
now on its way from shartoum to Paris, 
thanks to the courtesy of the British gov- 
ernment in permitting one of Marchand’s 
officers to use the British lines of communi- 
cation. The evacuation of Fashoda by the 
French must, however, take place if war 
between Great Britain and France is to be 
averted, as the marquis of Salisbury has 
nailed his colors to the mast and cannot 
recede frotn the position he has taken up 
and in which he has received the unani- 
mous support of the country. 

The clear, strong speeches of the liberal 
leaders, Lord Rosebery and Mr. Asquith, 
coming*at this critical mcment, were very 
important in that they demonstrated (0 
the world that the liberal party is solidly 
with the government in the stand the iat- 
ter has taken on the Soudan question. 

The Speaker, the organ of the liberal par- 
ty, refers plainly this week to the impos- 
sibility of relinquishing the British  latme 
and points out that if it comes to war, it 
will not be merely for Fiashoda, but for 
the maintenance of Great Britain's place 
in the world plus her undoubted rights. 
Tne Speaker adds: 

“If we abandon aur claims Englishmen 
would lose their own 6elf-respect and Eng- 
lish statesmanship should be dragged in the 
mire.’’ 2 

The emphatic declarations of the Eng- 
lish press and publie men have already had 
a certain influence across the channel 
and the inspired statements of the French 
press belittle the importance of Fashoda 


upon the province of Bahr-El-Ghazal anda 
port on the Nile. 
Preparing for a Backdown. 

The mouthpiece of the French foreign of- 
fice is preparing France for the abandon- 
ment of Fashoda by asserting that Major 
Marehand overshot his goal, and that in- 
stead of going to Fashoda he ought to 
have stopped at the confluence of the 
Bahr-El-Ghazal. Many British pubiicisis, 
however, scout the idea that France will 
be permitted to install herself on the Bahr- 
El-Ghazal, which is deseribed as the ‘“‘pay- 
ing reef’ of the Soudan. All the rest of 
the reconquere@ territory, as far as Fash- 
oda, is comparatively valueless, being most- 
ly desert ground, which cannot be made 
to pay for many years to come. But the 
Bahr-Ei-Ghazal territory is thickly popu- 
lated and has magnificent trade prospects. 
During the governorship of the late Gen- 
eral Gordon Bahr-El-Ghazal had immense 
exports of ivory, grain, beeswax, skins, 
ete., While it contained whole forests of 
arrow root, Besides, the cotton grown there 
surpasses the kgypiian product. The 
chauvinistic Paris papers are denouncing 
Great Britain and are doing their utmost to 
excite French feeling in the matter. Other 
French papers are making bitter complaints 
of Russia’s inactivity. 

The Gaulois deciares the time has arrived 
for Russia to repay the service which 
France lent her in the far east by heip.ng 
France against Great Britain, while The 
Patrie, atter deciaring France had been be- 
trayed by the Brisson cabinet, demands 
the dispatch of an ambassador to King 
Menelik of Abyssinia “‘for the purpose of 
seeking an alliance with his 300,000 valiant, 
faithful warriors, who will co-operate with 
us in the event @f hostilities at Fashoda.’’ 

The moderate thinking section of the 
Fiench press is earhestly urging a peaceful 
arrangemert of the affair. These papers 
candidly admit that France is no match 
for Great Britain in the event of war. 

There has been a great deal of talk here 
about the possibility of war with France 
and various preparations upon the part of 
the British government are reported to 
have been made. For instance, it is ane 
nounced that a leading small arms firm 
at Birmingham was asked this week whetn- 
er it was prepared to turn out a thousand 
magazine rifles weekly. The significance of 
this wil] be appreciated when it is pointed 
out that the British government works 
alone are capable of turning out 4,000 mag- 
azine rifles weekly. 

It is also rumored that 
have been effected at Lloyds during the 
last few days, but they appear to have 
been more in the character of bets than 
trading. 

What They Think of McKinley. 

Gommenting on the Paris negotiations, 
the Speaker says: 

“It is clear there will be no abatement 
of the American minimum demands. Presi- 
dent McKinley’s speeches, indeed, indicate 
that chose demands are likely to become 
more rather than less extensive. His ref- 
erence to new responsibilities, and his dep- 
recation of tre charge of militarism can 
only refer to the Philippine islands, where 
alone, responsibilities of a new order await 
the American nation, and the president's 
speeches indicate the intention of assuming 
tnem fully.’ : 

Andrew Carnegie has written a letter to 
The Spectator protesting against its state- 
ment that the late Thomas F. Bayard had 
the honorable distinction “rare among 
American politicians,’ of dying a poor man.

Japanese Laborers Are Brought to 
Honolulu in Large Numbers. 
San Francisco, October 15.—The steamer 
Aztec arrived from Hong Kong and Yo- 
kohama via Honolulu today. The steamer 
landed 723 Japanese laborers at Honolulu. 
and her purser says that 1,40 more are en 
reute, and will arrive there shortly. The 
following advoices have been received 
feom Yokohama in a letter dated Sep- 

tember 2lst: 

“The new Japanese customs tariff has 
been definitely announced to go into effect 
January 1, 1899. The export duties will 
be entirely abolished simultaneously with 
the enforcement of the new .ariff laws, 
The reduction in’ revenue of 2,500,000 yen, 
Which wil] be more than compensated by 
the increased import: receipts, which will 
amount to about 10,000,000 yen. The home 
department has begun to bestir itself in 
the direction of prison and judicia] reform. 
It is asserted that a large percentage 
of the prisoners have been ronfined for 
several years without trial. The depart- 
ment of communications has issued no'ice 
that heneeforth Japan will be ranked 
among the first-class countries in the in- 
ternational postal union.

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STEAMER SINKS 
WITH 143 PEOPLE 


Mohegan Strikes a Rock and 
Sinks in Few Minutes, 


ONLY ELEVEN LIVES SAVED 


Captaln with Nearly His Ente Crew 
Me Lost in the Sea. 


TRIED TO SAVE THEIR PASSENGERS 


Work of Rescue Was Undertaken and 
Kept Up for Hours, but When 


the Victims Were Reached 
They Were Mostly in 
Dying Condition. 


Falmouth, England, October 15.—The 
British steamer Mohegan, Captain Grif- 
fiths, belonging to the Atlantic Transporta- 
tion Company, has been wrecked in the vi- 
cinity of the Lizard, between the Manacles 
and the Lowlands. It is believed that 
about 143 persons of her passengers and 
crew were drowned. Only thirty-one gur- 
vivors have reached the shore. 

The Mohegan wag formerly the Cleo- 
patra, of the Wilson and Furness-Leyland 
line. She left London for New York on 
@hureday, having on board, as far as can 
be ascertained at present, fifty-nine pas- 
sengera and a crew of 116 officers and men. 

When the steamer was seen to be in dis- 
tress lifeboats put off from the shore and 
every effort possible was made td eave the 
passengers. The coast at this point ts ex- 
tremely dangerous and hag been the scene 
of numerous wrecks. 

The genera! opinion is that the machinery 
of the Mohegan became disabled during a 
heavy easterly gale which was blowing and 
that she ran ashore and foundered. A num-

the assistance of the Mohegan were oorii- 


pelled to return without being able to ap- | 


proach the vessel, owing to the severity of 
the weather prevailing.

Later in the morning another life boat 
landed sixteen more of the survivors of the 
Mohegan and as life boata put out from a 
number of places hopes are expressed that 
the number of survivorg may be increased. 

One of the sixteen persons known to have 
been saved is a lady. All of the gurvivors 
are in a pitiable condition and some of them 
have been badly injured by waves and 
rocks and are suffering from bruiseg and 
torn and fractured limbs. 

As the day wore on further reports re- 
ceived here showed that forty-five eurvivors 
of the Mohegan were landed at Port Houw- 
stock, Cornwall, where the bodieg of five 
dead persons have also been received. 

Then came the announcement that four- 
teen of the crew of the wrecked steamer 
had been alive on the rocks near the scene 
of the disaster, 

Were at Dinner When the Crash Came. 

One of the passengers rescucd by the Port 
Houstock lifeboat says that all 
sengers were dining when the catastrophe 
occurred, though some of the chiidren and 
those who were seasick were in their 
bunks. Suddenly the Mohegan struck with 
@ grai‘ng noise. At first the engineers 
fhought this was caused by oa} falling 
down in the bunkers. but g second shock 
followed and the vessel began to settle. A 
coast guardsman who was on duty at 
Coveract says he noticed the Mohegan was 
pursuing a dangercus course. 

William Moore, a seaman of the Mohe- 
gan, belonging to London, was among the 
men who succeeded in reaching Port Hous- 
tock.

While the 
latter was beating homeward she pfeked up 
Miss Noble, of Baltimore. 

“She is the pluckiest woman I ever saw 
in my life,” said James. “She shouted: 

‘“*Don’t shove me an oar. Give me @ 
rope.’ 

“The sea then swept her toward us and 
we caught her hands and get her safely on 
board in as good a state as could be ex- 
pected. We then had forty-eight persons 
on board the lifeboat, including the crew, 
and could hear shouting from the steamer, 
We approached her and saw. Steward Graye 
clinging to the jigger mast. We then saw 
that all four musts were still standing, 
and that survivors were clinging to each. 
We backed in right over the wreck and 
succeeded in rescuing the boatswain, cook 
and others. 

‘Next we rescued an engineer who was 
clinging to tne steamer’s tunnel. 
occupied several hours. We then made 
for the shore.’’ 

Cries Were Heard on Shore.

FIFTEEN BODIES AWAIT BURIAL. 


Captain Staid on the Bridge Until the 
Vessel Began To Bink. 


St. Keverine, October 15.—In the lower 
end of the church here He fifteen bodies, 
among them those of four women and one 
twelve-year-okd girl. The bodies are laid 
out reverently; The faces of the victims 
present a @'\d sight showing how rudely 
the waves and rocks played with their. 
features. The whole village and neighbor- 
hood are alive with excitement and knots 
of men linger about talking with the res- 
cued members of the crew. 

It is exceedingiy difficult to trace the 
events of the disaster, but so far as can 
be ascertained it seems that the *veather 
was not thick, but a strong southeast wind 
was blowing and that there was a heavy 
ground sweil on and a strong’ current run- 
ning. 

One of the ship's boats, containing sever- 
women, got away safely, but was cap- 
sized. A number of its occupants were 
rescued by the lifeboat. Another boat with 
sixteen hands was picked up by a lifeboat 
and safely got ashore, and two or three 
other persons managed to reach land. 

Out of the 161 persons on board forty-five 
escaped, Up to a late hour tonight about 
thirty bodies have been washed ashore at 
different points.

Chicago, October 15.—The president of the 
United States arrived itn Ch’cago-over the 
Tilinoja Central tonight at 9:20 o’clock and 
will be the central figure in the city’s petce 
jubilee next week. Although much wearted 
by his long journey over the great west 
and his arduous days at the Trans-Missis- 
sippil exposition he said just before leaving 
the train: 

“Throughout the journey I 
deeply moved by the patriotism of the peo- 
ple and delighted with the evidences ot! 
their prosperity.”’ 

This is a concise expression of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s impression of the trip so far as it 
has proceeded. 

After the city limits were reached crowis 
lined the inclosures beside the tracks of the 
Illinois Central railroad eager to see the 
presidential train sweep by. 
asm was unbounded, even when the presi- 
dent himself could not be seen. 

Mr. McKinley left the ftratn at Thirty- 
ninth street, going directly to the home ot 
Captain Lafayette McWilliams, where Mrs. 
McKinley has been entertained since ar- 
riving from Canton. The other members of 
the official party were taken care of at the 
leading ‘hotels.

REACHES TERRE »bAUTE EARLY. 


President Is Driven Over the City and 
Makes a Talk. 

Right Haute, Ind., October 15.—Across 
the corn lands of Illinois, the train of 
President McKinley swept al] night after 
leaving St. Louis, and today crossed the 
line inio Indiana, reaching Terre Haute 
soon afterwards. The Pennsylvania flyer 
was delivered to the Vandalia line at Si. 
Louis, and orders were issued by the 
Vandalia officials that no train should 
be run within thirty minutes, either be- 
fure or behind, giving the presiaential 
party pratically a clear track. 

The president arose early after a re- 
freshing night's sieep, ready to meet the 
requirements of another day of arduous 
traveling. The weather is a continuauon 
of what favored the entire journey. 

At Terre Haute the president entered a 
carriage, followed by Secretaries Gage, 
Wilson and Bliss, and the party was given 
a drive about the city lasting nearly haif 
an nour, ,At.all points Where the prea.- 
dent appeared the vast throngs were en- 
thusiastic and noisy. The president spoke 
from a platform near the depot. He gaid, 
in part: 

“wiy Fellow Citizens: For several days 
we have been traveling througin the great 
west, and everywhere we have gone great 
assemblages like this have greeted us. I 
do not misinterpret. I know what iter 
means. It nae uo personal sign.ficance, 
but it does mean that all of tne people 
of ail the sections are once more united 
under one fiag, united in one purpose and 
patriotism. it means, my friends, that the 
peopie of the United States want the vic- 
iories of tne army anc navy to be recozg- 
nized in the treaty of peace. It means 
that they want those of us who are charged 
witn tne administration of the govern- 
ment to see to it that the war was not 
in vain, and that the just fruits of our 
achievements on land and Sea ghall not be 
lost.” (Great appfause.) 

At Lincoln’s Olid Home. 

Kankakee, Ill, October 15.—Knormous 
crowds listened to the worl of ‘the presi- 
dent both at Decatur and Springfield. The 
latter place, the former residence of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, furnished the largest assem- 
blage of the day. They listened solemnly 
and with bared heads while President Mc- 
Kinley uttered feeling words in eulogy of 
Lincoln. Another’ striking incident at 
Springfield was the presence on the plat- 
form of General John A. McClernand, who 
is ninety years of age, and a hero of two 
wars. General John M. Palmer was also 
a member of the receiving party at Spring- 
field. 

A corn carnival was in full swing at 
Decatur when the party arrived, and here 
Senator Shelby M. Ctlom and Governor 
and Mrs. John R. Tanner joined the crain. 
Speeches were made here by the president, 
Secretaries Gage, Wilson and Bliss, Senator 
Cullom and Governor Tanner, all arousing 
great enthusiasm among the’people. The 
president spoke as follows at Decatur: 
‘My Fellow Citizens—I am thankful for 
the warm greeting accorded by this vast 
concourse of my countrymen. The central 
thought in every American mind today is 
the war and its results. Te gratitude of 
every heart is to our splendid army and 
our glorious navy. What a magnificent 
army was mustered in less than sixty 
days. More than two hundied thousand 
soldiers responded to the call of the coun- 
try, coming from the homes of our fellow 
citizens everywhere, the bravest and the 
best, willing to go into foreign territory to 
fight for ¢he honor of our flag and for: op-

pressed humanity. There was no break in | 
our column. There was no division in any 
part of the country. North and south and 
east and west alike cheerfully responded, 
and then what victories were achieved in a 
little more than three months!

Our troops sailed to 
Cuba and achieved a glorious triumph. Our 
fleet in Manila bay and in Santiago harbor 
destroyed two Spanish fleets without the 
loss of a ship, and the brilliancy of both 
is not paralleled in the annals of war.

From the steps of the old 
Statehouse the president addressed the 
crowd. He said: 

“Fellow citizens: I am going to meet 
the people of the state of Lilinois at their 
State capitol. 1 am giad to be at the home 
of the martyred president. His name is an 
inspiration, and a holy,.one, to all lovers 
of liberty the world over. He saved the 
union. He liberated a race—a race which 
he said ought to be ree because there 
might come a time wher these black men 
could help Keep the jewel ‘in the family of 
nations. If a vindication of that act or 
prophecy were needed, it was found when 
these brave black men ascended the hill 
of San Juan, in Cuba, and charged the ene- 
my at E!] Caney. They vindicated their 
own title to liberty on that tield and with 
our brave soldiers gave the priceless gift 
of libertySto another suffering race. My 
fellow citizens, the name of Lincoln will 
live forever in immortal history. His fame, 
his work, his life are not only an inspira- 
tion to every American boy and girl, but 
to all mankind.

to the fair and was reported to one of the 
managers as having climbed. the fence in 
order to keep from paying the entrance 
| fare. Young Taylor, who was employed 
' for that business, reported the matter, and 
; was badly abused and cursed by Collier, 
Mr. Dobbins said to Collier that Taylor was 
: just a boy, and was doing his duty, and he 
ought not to talk to him that way, where- 
upon Collier cursed Dobbins and also as- 
| saulted him; but Dobbins proved too much, 
/ and Collier came out with a black eye. 
The men were separated, and nothing 
' further occurred until Dobbins started for 
| his home, seven miles in the country, late 
'in the afternoon. He was riding a wheel, 
/'and had reached a point about two miles 
' from town and had ‘stopped to do some 
repairs, when five men came up to him, 
some on horseback and some in buggies. 
The five men were Jim Collier, Tall Col- 
. ier, Simp Jackson, Tom Jackson and Will 
Gignilliat. 

Mr. Dobbins says Jim Colller and two 
others of the crowd dismounted and sur- 
rounded him. He was assaulted and badly 
beaten. After the first two licks, Dobbins 
was knocked unconscious, .and knew noth- 
ing of what was happening to him for 
Some time. He was overtaken by Mr. Buck 
Delk, who carried him home. 

Dobbins is in bed today, and unable to 
attend a trial. The other parties were ar- 
Tested this morning and are all» under 
bond. 

The good people of the town and county 
are very mulich wrought up, and condemn 
the assault and men in very strong terms. 
Public sentiment is universally against the 
assailants, and i was feared there might 
be trouble this morning when Dobbins’s 
father and brothers came to town. The 
Dobbinses are good, honest. people, and 
prominent farmers in the county. They are 
people, though, who know how to resent 
an insult, and have all the moral courage 
and bravery necessary to defend themselves 
under any and all circumstances.

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TANCRED NOW IN KNOXVILLE, 


GREAT ENGLIZH ENGINEER LOOK- 
ING OVER A RAILROAD. 
On His Report British Syndicate 
Will Advance Money for the 
Line. 


Knoxville, Tenn., October 15.—(Special.)— 
Sir Thomas Tancred, the great English 
engineer, who. was sent to this country 
by an’ English and Holland financial syn- 
dicate to report on the security for ad- 
vancing the money with which to build 
the Black Diamond road from Port Royal, 
S. C., to Chicago, arrived here today and 
Was given a splendid. reception by the 
board of commerce. : 

After a thorough investigation of the 
property north of Knoxville, the great 
engineer and expert in railroad building 
has expressed himself not only satisfied 
with the line, but has expressed surprise 
that the work begun in 1836, under the di- 
rection of John C. Calhoun, thad not been 
completed. Knoxvillians and the’ promo- 
ters of the colossal project are jubilant 
Over the success which has attended the 
nearly two months of inspection by the 
inspecting engineer. As the old Louis- 
ville. Cincinnati and Charleston road, on 
Which $5,000,000 was spent, is to be used 
sOuth of Knoxville, the result of the in- 
Spection of this part of the line is known 
to be approved. 

The line will be 1,010 miles in length on 
the main line without the spurs, wihich 
extend to several mineral sections. On 
the preliminary work of organizing the 
companies, as there are eight different 
sections of the main line, controlled by as 
many companies, and in the surveys over 
$200,000 has already been expended, and 
this money has al} come from the citli- 
zens of Knoxville and other points along 
the line. Sir Thomas Tancred gtates that 
it will require about $67,000,000 to complete 
the project, and the road will be con- 
Structed along the lines now employed in 
railroad building in Europe, which is* to 
have a double track. There are many 
arguments in favor of this plan, and 
many of the trunk lines in this country 
are now making their roads double track. 

Colonel Albert E. Boone, who was the 
representative of the Knoxville board of 
commerce, has pushed the project of half 
a century ago to a. certain consummation, 
igs a unique character in many ways. He 
Said to The Constitution representative: 

“IT am not entitled to any special credit 
for the work, which I undertook in April, 
1895, at the solicitation of the Knoxville 
people. The promoters of this project 
have been the people, and I have simply 
bossed the job. The sentiment of the 
people and the disposition they have 
Shown to stand by me has brought the 
money and energy to build the road. At 
Anderson, S. C., simply to show the pulse 
af the. people, $50,000 was yoted, and at 
Greenfield, Ind., as aie representative 
northern district, $74,562 was voted. Five 
millions of dollars will be voted in this 
manner along the thousand miles of road 
to guarantee any deficit that may occur 
in the early stages ,of the operation of 
the road. I have contracts for building 
the road. The work wil] begin next May, 
and in two years the entire system will 
be completed. The operation ofthe road 
will open a new era in the south, as it 
Will open up new minera} fields,- the rich- 
est in the United States.”’ 

Sir Thomas Tancred, who is hére as the 
representative of the financial syndicate, 
is one of the most renowned engineers 
in the world. He built the first seventy 
miles of the Delagoa Bay road in South 
Africa, and which was afterwards ex- 
tended 400 miles through the Transvaal. 
He also built numerous roads in England 
and Australia, and a part of the Tehuan- 
tepec line in Mexico. The firm of Tancred, 
Arrol & Co. built the bridge over the 
Forth at Edinburgh, Scotland, the grand- 
est structure of its Kind in the world, and 
which cost $15,000,000, and William Arrol, 
who had charge of the steel part of the 
work, was knighted by the queen on the 
completion of the work. Sir Thomas 
came here direct from Siberia, where he 
had been inspecting some work for Brit- 
ish capitalists.. He is delighted with the 
new south. and is surprised that the work 
of completing the work begun by Calhoun 
in 1836 has not been completed ‘ere this. 
He jooks forward with interest to an in- 
spection of the famous tunnel on the old 


Blue Ridge road, on which so much money 
was spent by the state of Soutn Carolina.

SEVERAL OF THE HAZERS ARE DISMISSED 


There Appears To Be an Abundance 
of Snap in the Old Institu- 
tion Yet. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 15.—(Special.) 
It has been a long time since the. staid old 
University of Alabama has developed a 
genuine sensation. Back in the days when 
Gorgos Clayton and Lewis presided over 
the institution—and, by the way, those 
were the days of its greatest prosperity— 
there was always something spicy happen- 
ing among the cadets. They appear to have 
heen wickedey in those davs. For a decade 
past, however, hazing has not enjoyed 
popularity at the institution. The attend- 
ance has been smaller and there has ap- 
peared to be a lack of the former “action” 
and “‘spirit’’ in the corps of cadets. With 
the increase in the attendance this year, 
however, came a return of the old hazing 
spirit among the boys who are said to have 
been making the new men pay their en- 
trance fee this year on the basis of the old 
assessment of 100 licks. 

It appears, however, 
the old custom has been attended by a 
genuine sensation—one that has set the 
friends of the institution all agog. Mr. W. 
C. Jemison, the mayor of TuskalooSa, re- 
cently entered his son Allen Jemison as a 
Student at the university. The boys 
promptly proceeded to administer to Allen 
the dose that has been accorded to the new 
cadets—a substantial ‘‘bucking.’’ Being 
embarrassed and distressed at the treat- 
ment, young Jemison left the Institution. 
He returned, however, after the lapse of a 
week and was welcomed back with an- 
other “‘bucking.’’ The young man, it ap- 
pears, returned home and reported the oc- 
currence to his father, whereupon the elder 
Jemison, who is an alumnus of the institu- 
tion, equipped himself with a horsewAip 
and went to the cadet darracks after mid- 
night, after the sentinel] had been taken 
off and long after the boys had retired. 
According to the accounts he went 
Straight to the rooms of the three cadets 
who had been most severe on his son and 
called them out upon the stoop. They were 
in their n‘ght clothes, which were bullt of 
thin material, and it is said the mayor's 
cruel whip stained the clinging garments 
well with blood. The mayor 1s credited 
with having executed the most approvel 
job of hazing that has been known at the 
old university in many a day. The reports 
do not indicate what the boys were doing 
all this time. 

It is reported that two or three of those 
who were implicated in young Jemison’s 
hazing have been dismissed from the unl- 
versity, but whether or not Mayor Jemison 
has been called to account for his revenge- 
ful midnight visitation is not reported. The 
names of the young men who were implicat- 
ed in the hazing ara not given in the let- 
ters from Tuskaloosa which convey the 
news of the mayor’s wrathful visit.

Sanitation Versus Shotguns. 

It is not always rertain that popular prej- 
udice and political processes run paralie! 
With the state's Safety. Take this year's 
and last year’s scare about what is termed 
yellow fever. The entire mortality in both 
years so far, does not equal the deaths in 
one state for one year, from typhoid fever 
Yet, we have Whole states tied up in quar- 
antine; business paralyzed and whole com- 
munities demoralized. We find also that 
Whenever suspected places are declared 
infected by “Yellow Jack.” the mortality 
at once rises. These decisions, arbitrarily 
made by *politically appointed experts, al- 
though the diagnosis may be honestly if 
not competently made, in most cases work 
irreparable injury by causing ynnecessary 
panic and business paralysis. That the so- 
called epidemic prevailing last year and 
this is legitimate yellow fever is seriously 
questioned. In fact, some experts with ex- 
quisite regard for medical ethics, have 
compromised by giving it the name of 
“yellow fever.’’ It certainly has not the 
death symptom of the old yellow fever. 
The mortality is very light. But suppose 
it is the real, simon-pure article. Has the 
resultant deaths last year and this jus- 
tifled the loss of property, prosperity and 
life, or excused the drastic means to pre- 
vent its spread? It hurts the quarantined 
points and increases the mortality. It does 
little or no good in limiting the confines of 
the disease. But, suppose by throwing 
down the basis, this so-called yellow fever 
did spread? Under present conditions it is

Mhoid fever and many other diseases. It 
must be remembered that medical and san- 
itary science has advanced wonderfully 
within the last decade, and has successful- 
ly shown its ability to combat and subdue 
this disease. There is more scare than 
sense in this apprehension of yellow jack. 
The deaths do not near justify the sense- 
less fears. Of course no one knowingly 
subjects himself to disease, and of course, 
every precaution to keep disease away is 
self protective. But quarantine does not 
protect. When Yiverns anc other water 
courses carry contagion long distances, 
when wells and springs are contaminated 
from disease sources miles away; when 
mosquitoes, flies and domestic animals 
carry the deadly microbe, We can readily 
comprehend how futile quarantine must 
be. Sanitation is far more sensible and 
safe. No person can contract disease if 
his system is not susceptible to it. No 
place can thave an epidemic if it in perfect 
canitary condition. Quarantine was aban- 
doned in the old country years ago. It 
failed there as it fails here. It cannot 
keep away epidemic in bounds, but it works 
unnecessary hardship and causes prevent- 
able deaths, Better sanitation than shot 


guns.

If any flow is 
detected it is again tested hater in the same 
night, and if on the following night the 
flow still continues the occupant of the 
premises is served with the folléwing no- 
tice: ©

phone to water pipe at No, 
street, at o'clock, and again at —— 
o’clock last night. Water was running 
at both imspections, showing clearly 
that it ran all night. Five million gal- 
lons would easily meet the legitimate 
needs of Memphis, and yet we are pump- 
ing from ten to twelve millions daily.

PROHIBITION FIGHT 
IN BIBB COUNTY 


The Election Will Be Held on the 40th 
of December. 


: REDHOT CONTEST IS PROMISED 


MWames ‘of Prohibition Executive Com- 
Pre: mittee Made Public. 


HEADED BY MR. DUPONT  GUERRY 


The Anti-Saloon League Will Open Up 
Its Batteries Today and Continue 
the Fight Until the End. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— Bibb coun- 
ty *s on the eve of a hot prohibition con- 
test. and it is proposed to have the elec- 
tfon in the early part of next December, 
perhaps about the 10th of the month, Pe- 
titions have been circulated for signatures 
to be presented to the ordinary requesting 
him to call an election in accordance with 
the law. It is claimed that over one-tenth 
of the qualified voters of the county have 
already signed the petition. It is esti- 
mated that there are about 5,000 qualified 
voters in Bibb county. The prohibition- 
ists will make their fight under the name 
of the Bibb County Ant!-Saloon League. The 
officers are the following: President, C. A. 
Turner; vice presidents, C. B. Willingham, 
T. U. Conner. A. W. Smith, John Ingalls; 
secretary, Julian S. Rogers; executive com- 
mittee Dupont Guerry, chairman; N. E. 
Harris, Thomas R. Ayer, L. D, Moore, 
H. lL. Barfield, O. P. Willingham. W. A. 
Goodyear, ©. A. Park. It will be observed 
that these gentlemen are leading citizens. 
The president is a well known lawyer, be- 
ing a member of the firm of Hardeman, 
Davis & Turner. The first vice president 
is'a prominent cotton warehouseman. The 
chairman of the executive committee is a 
member of the firm of Hall & Guerry, lead- 
ing attorneys. 

The first gun in the 
fired tomorrow at Mulberry Street Meth- 
odist church by Dr. J. W. Lee, a temper- 
aance evangelist.

Macon, Ga., October 15, 1898 —To the 
People of Bibb County: The under- 
Signed as chairman of the executive 
committee of tne present movement for 
pron'bition througnout Bibb county, has 
been designated by the committee to 
prepare and submit this address: 

What is commonly called the “local 
option law” of this state, has been of 
force more than thirteen years, so that 
during that period, those already in the 
liquor business and those who have 
since entered it have had ample notice 
that they are liable at any time to 
have that business discontinued by a 
vote of the people. 

During this period a number of coun- 
ties of the state, both large and small, 
have under the provision of that law 
declared “against the sale’’ of liquor as 
therein defined and specified. In near- 
ly all other cases in which prohibition 
has been otherwise accomplished, it has 
proved to be so satisfactory that prohi- 
bition has become the accepted and 
settled policy of the state. 

It may he stated as a genera) rule that 
the intelligent and frank opponents, as 
well as the advocates of prohibition, are 
conyinced that the continuance of the 
traffic as a lawful! business in this state 
is “of few days and full of trouble,” and 
that the juncture at which barrooms 
must entirely cease is n@®ar at hand. 
They survive in a few places, chiefly 
our large cities, not because in such lo- 
calities they are really less harmful, 
but because they are more profitable to 
those Interested in the business. and he- 
cause such persons are comparatively 
more numerous und more wealthy, and 
because their facilities for political af- 
filiation are greater. 

In the country counties where the 
question is treated almost exclusive- 
ly as one of principle and of general 
welfare, prohibition has generally and 
easily prevailed, but in these exception- 
al places where it is more largely a 
question of pecuniary profit from the 
business, the liquor interest has been so 
intrenched and fortified that since the 
enactment of the local option law they 
have not only escaped its ‘provisions, 
but have monopolies of the business. 

Upon these citadels it requires cour- 
age to make an attack, but after years 
of bitter experience. during which pe- 
riod the liquor traffic has retarded our 
growth, checked our prosperity, kept 
us in a state of strife a&wi discontent at 
home, and injured our reputation 
abroad: during which it has been the 
prolific generator of nearly every species 
of crime and misdemeanor: the steady 
cause of enormous public expense, the 
impetuous vortex of many a rich man's 
fortune and many a poor man’s pit- 
tance: the nnfailing source of widow- 
hood and orphanage. suffering and des- 
pair, shame and misery: a large num- 
ber of your fellow citizens, democrats, 
republicans, populists, white’ and col- 
ored. in the church and out of it. have 
determined to exercise their richts un- 
der our “local option law."’ and if pos- 
sible. to destroy the curse as it now 
exists, In our midst, at the approach- 
ine election. 

In making such effort they are in- 
epired, not by animosity to any in- 
Ctyidvals or classes. nor by any selfich 
or otherwise unworthy motive. but ‘bv 
nublic considerations and sentiments of 
humanity. They conscientiously bhe- 
Neve that they are acting for the best 
interest of all, dealers as well as con- 
sumers. those who are neither dealers 
nor consumers, and above all others, 
those innocent and helpless ones, who 
are the most numerous and the deepest 
sufferers. 

These citizens come before vou, not 
simply with their cause, but your cause 
as well, and the cause of us all, and 
they appeal to von for your hearty and 
active co-onerntion. 

It would be difficult to select for such 
an election atime on which all the 
friends of prohibition would agree: to 
select one that would suit our oppo- 
nents would be tmposstble. 

Tt is idle for us to talk at this time of 
state prohibition bv act of the rcenera!l 
assembly and approval of the governor.

THE GOVERNMENT 


Unique Methods Employed by Sharpers 
in Their Work. 


POSTOFFICES IN THE PLAN 
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Would Persuade Farmers To Apply 
for Positions. 


POINTER DOG IN REGISTERED POUCH 


Stamps Were Placed on the Canine’s 
Collar and Canceled—How the 
Scheme Paid. 


Cartersville, Ga., October 15.—(Special.)— 
One of the most unique, if not gigantic, 
schemes’ to swindle the government ever 
brought to Hght in this section is being 
unearthed through the arrest of partici- 
pants already made and others that may 
follow. 

The postoffice inspector of the southern 
division of the department, W. C. Baird, 
whose headquarters are at Chattanooga,

the affair. They went quietly and careful- 
ly at their work and their early and thor- 
ough suceess reflects much credit on both 
the chief inspector and themselves. 

The first suspicions were aroused through 
the reports of railway clerks of excessive 
amounts of mail coming to them to be han- 
died from remote localities. 

There seems to have been a regular gang 
of operators, composed mostly of men with 
mail contracts in the rural communities, 
and their scheme was to cause the estab- 
lishment of new postoffices, the receipts 
from which they largely shared. 

An operator would go to a farmer and 
ask him to apply for a postoffice, suggest- 
ing a short name, which the government 
would more readily grant, and when it had 
been established the farmer was told in 
order to hold the office he would have to 
send off and receive a great deal of mail. 
letters would be written in numbers and 
newspapers would be regularly registered. 

The operator would tell the postmaster 
it made no difference to him, as he received 
the benefits of the cancellations,. but the 
operator would receive an amount for car- 
rying the mail equal to two-thirds of the 
cancellations. 

At the end of the yuarter the operator 
would go around and make the postmaster’s 
report for him, in order to save him any 
inconvenience and make his business show 
up correct. 

Offices were found to have been put at 
every farm house along some of the routes. 
Inspectors Bass and Peer went to Haralson 
county, the seat -of operations, and got 
their full bearings: before making arrests. 
Last Friday they arrested W. J. Head, Jr., 
Delia, Ga., who seemed, from: all indica- 
tions, to be general manager for special 
postoffices. They found him while carrying 
a pointer dog from one postoffice to another 
as registered mail matter, the stamps be- 
ing put on the animal’s coilar and cancel- 
led. They arrested also as his accomplice 
John Lowe, of Ledge, Ga/, and Butler Da- 
vis, of May, Ga. Yesterday these men were 
brought to this city and htis morning were 
tried before Judge Aaron Collins, United 
States commissioner, and were bound over 
to the United States courts on bonds of 
$2,500 each for violating sections 3440 and 
5480 of the United States statutes, which, 
it is said, they will successfully make. 

Colonel Baird and = his capabie_ aids, 
Messrs. Bass and Peer, are being warmly 
congratulated on their work so far, and 
they express themselves as determined to 
break up the conspiracy by which the gov- 
ernment has been so shamefully -defraud- 
ed. It is believed they have only made a 
fair beginning, the participants be- 
ing more numerous and extensive than 
would casually seem, and wholesale arrests 
are expected and likely at once,

The plan is to keep 
quiet until the registration lists close and

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BAPTIST CHURCH AT KIOKEE. 


AN OLD CHURCH. 


Kiokee, the Oldest Baptist Church in| 
the State. 
Harlem, Ga., October 15.—(Special.)—Nest- | 
ling among the red hills of Columbia coun- 
ty, three miles from Appling. the county ! 
seat, is Kiokee, the oldest Baptist church in 
Georgia. The church is situated behind a : 
hill from the front view, nestling in a 
woodland valley. Large old majestic oaks 
that tower far above the church make a 
lovely picture. Organized in the year 1774 
(making it 127 years old) by the Rev. Daniel | 
Marshall and hte wife Martha, it stands as | 
it were a chapter from another century. | 
Built while the red man still roamed over 
the adjacent hills and ihe country still un- 
settled, only here and there by some brave 
pioneer, its history is of the past. Here the 
Marshalis, the Crawfords, the Whitfields, 
names closely linked with the history of 
Georgia, worshiped. Rev. Daniel Marshall, 
tts first pastor and founder, was born at 
Windsor, Conn., in 1706 and after spending 


some time in Connecticut. Virginia, North 
Carolina and South Carolina he gettled jn 
Georgia with his family of eight sons dnd 
two daughters, Mr. Marshall foined the 
Baptist church in Winchester. Va., when he 
was forty-eight years old. He was pastor 
of the church from the time it was organ- 
ized November 2. 17§. In the troubles me 
times of the revolution he was ardent and 
patriotic. Several] times was he imprisoned 
but no danger daunted him. His life was a 
pure and useful one. 

After the death of Daniel his son Abra- 
ham was called to take charge of the 
church in 1785: he also was a fearless patri- 
ot and was taken prisoner at Brown fort 
Augusta. Ga., and at the battle of Burke 
jail. During his ministerial career he bap 
tized, marred and preached funerals, 6,100 
in all. He died in 1815. Then his son Jabez 
P. was called in 1810 to fill the vacancy, It 
is said of him that he had a powerful voice 
and never failed to give full vent to it. He 
served the church until his death in 1832. At 
his request he was buried near the church. 

For sixty years three generations of 
Marshalls had served the church. 


| REDUCING WAGES IN MILLS. : 


CUT TO BE MADE IN THE AUGUS- 
TA DISTRICT. 


Varies from Eight to Thirteen Per 
Cent—Factories That Will Reduce 
Operatives’ Pay. 


Augusta, Ga., October 15.—(Special.)—It 
will be officially announced in the Augusta 
Sunday papers that a reduction will be 
made in the pay of, operatives in all the 
cotton mills in the Augusta district, com- 
posing the Southern Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association. The reduction will be made 
some time in November, two weeks after 
the new schedule has been submitted to 
the operatives in all the mills. The cut 
varies on the different grades of work and 
goes from 8&8 to 13 per cent of the present 
wages. President Charles Estes, of the 
manufacturers’ association, says the Au- 
gusta mills are paying more wages than 
any in the south and will be paying 6 per 
cent above the average pay in, southern 
mills after the proposed reduction is made. 
The schedule is not yet arranged, and there 
is no intimation yet as to how it will be 
received. Augusta mill men say the cut is 
absolutely necessary and is made with 
great reluctance on their part. 

Six large factories in Augusta and the 
Aiken Manufacturing Company and Lang- 
ley Manufacturing Company across the 
river in South Carolina are in the cut. 
Their combined pay rolls are about $1,000,000 
and the average cut is about 10 per cent. 


President Estes Interviewed. 


Explanatory of the official announce- 
ment that the reduction would occur, Hon. 
Charles Estes, president of the King Manu- 
facturing Company, and president of the 
Southern Manufacturers’ Association, gives 
the following interview: 

“The reason for the reduction,’’ Says 
President Estes, “‘is that the mills located 
in the Augusta district may be placed ap- 
proximately on a fairer basis of competi- 
tion with. other mills in the south to enabie 
us to compete with other sauthern milis in 
the markets of the country and afford to 
us, at least the possibility of making re- 
turn upon the capital invested. 

“Kor yeara the mills in the Augusta dis- 
trict have been p@ying hnigher Wages than 
other mills in the south. With an abund- 
ance of «cotton and over production ot 
goods, it has becoMe abs0iULciy ‘Necessary 
io puc the Augusta milis on @ wearer Lool- 
ing as lO eXpenses with other inanutact- 
urers in the suoutn. lt is a matter of com- 
puisron that we get on a nearer DaSis wilh 
ine other milis of the south, eise we can- 
not meet them in the marker centers. 

“it ig neealess to say that capital does 
not wish to be empi0yed at a joss; nor doés 
capital desire to remain dormant. Tne 
condition that confronts us is tnat 
must get On @ neurér wages basis 
our competitor miils in the south, or else 
we must close the milis. In our own in- 
terest and in the interest of the thousands 
of employees we do not wish to see the 
mills closed. We do not make the reduc- 
tion from choice. We would much rather 
continue paying the scale of wages we 
have been paying and not make this reduc- 
tion, if it were possible to do so. 

‘“’ wish to make it plain that even when 
this proposed reduction shall have gone 
into effect, the Augusta district mills will 
be paying higher wages than other mills in 
the south I must except the Columbia, 
Ss. C., mills from this statement, as I have 
no figures at hand as to them. Positively, 
after the reduction has gone into effect the 
Augusta district mills will be paying more 
than 6 per cent more in wages than other 
mills in “the south. 

“Statements of the new scale of wages 
to be put in effect are now belng compiled 
for the mill foremen in the different fac- 
tories. These lists will. when prepared, be 
submitted to the employees two weeks be- 
fore the reduction goes into effect, giving 
opportunity for all possible information 
and inspection.”’ 

President Estes Submits Figures. 

President Estes submitted the fol'owing 
statement, prepared by Fdward B. Wilbur, 
of Newberry, 8S. C., and read before the 
New England Manufacturers’ Association, 
at Crawford, N. H. The statemeint is il- 
lustrative of the average wages paid ner 
day in the mills of the southern States 
named:

‘What I want to point out,’’ said Pres!i- 
dent Estes, “is that while it is true that 
Georgia is paying a higher average of 
wages than other states, it is the seale of 
wages in the Augusta district that has 
run up the Georgia average. If the Au- 
gusta district mills were taken away from 
the other Georgia milis, the average price 
of the remaining mills would be about on 
a parity with prices paid by southern mills. 
Augusta mills have been paying the high- 
est wages, and the Augusta district mills 
being included in the Georgia mills in 
making up the average, accounts for Geor- 
gia’s average being higher than other 
southern states. The new schedule of 
wages which eoes into effecat in Augusta 
district, compared with an a™solutely fair 
average of southern mills outside of the 
Augusta district, will still be higher than 
the other mills by more than 6 per cent. 
and un to & percent higher. I repeat that 
IT exclude from this statement Columbia. 
Ss. C., m'lis, for the reason that I have 
no definite knowledge concerning them 
The cut which will be made bv us will 
range from 8 per cent to 13 ner cent of t’ie 
present wages, according to the class of 
work being done.” 

In answer ta a question concerning a ru- 
mor that rent rates would also he reduced 
at the same time. he replied: “‘That {s true. 
We used to charge our operatives 50 cents 
ner room per week rent for their houses. 
Years rego this was reduced to 40 cents. 
and now we will reduce the nrice to 235 
cents per week. These prices for rent re- 
fer to Kine mil] tenements. as I am not 
filly posted as to the rents charged em- 
plovees by other mills for their tene- 
ments.” 
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SAID THAT TABB SHOT HIM. 
Dying Statement of Will Brooks at 
Colquitt, Ga. 

Colquitt, Ga., October 15.—(Special.)—The 
negro, Will Brooks, who was shot here on 
the 11th instant, while in custody of the 
sheriff. died yesterday about 11 o’clock. 
Before dying the negro asked to be allow- 
ed to make a statement. The justice of the 
peace was called in and the negro made an 
affidavit that one John L. Tabb, white, 
shot him. In ‘fact, this statement was 
made on the day of the shooting. Mr. Tabb, 
however, remained at large until yesterday 
morning, when he came in town and the 
sheriff arrested him. The coroner summon- 
ed a jury yesterday afternoon. After a dill- 
gent search into the tragedy they returned 
a verdict to the effect that the deceased 
came to his death from. shot fired by Mr. 
Tabb. No cause or reason is assigned ex- 
cept that the deceased some three months 
ago stole about $20 from Mr. Tabb.

house tops, covering grassy plots and gls- 
tening on plank walks. 

The weather man saw the frost and the 
report of yesterday morning makes men- 
tion of his visit to Atlanta. There have 
been times when the first visit of the frost 
Was noticed by early risers before the 
weather man officially announces that it 
has come, but this year the weather man 
gaw the frost and the first visit of the 
season is duly and officially announced. 

This year the frost came from the west. 
Its arrival was announced by cool weather 
and icy winds from the northwest. On 
Thureday snow fell in Chicago for thé 
first time this season and was the earliest 
on record in twenty-six years. The weath- 
er in that section of the country was cola 
and from there came the frost which 
epread itself over Atlanta yesterday. The 
early risers were not surprised when they 
saw Jack Frost, since his visit had been 
expected. 

Atlanta is not the only city where frost 
made its appearance yesterday morning for 
the first time this fall. The weather re- 
port states that light frost occurred at 

Nashville and Knoxville and the following 
—efties in the cotton belt; 
Gaines, Ga.; Lumberton, N. C.; Livingston, 
Ala.; Macon and Meridian, Miss.;: Amite, 
La., and Port Gibson Miss. 

The arrival of the frost relieves the minds 
of those persons who, although they have 
faith in Atlanta’s immun'ty from yellow 
fever, are not satisfied until the presence 
of frost makes fever an impossibility here. 


It is welcomed by those living in the fever Y 


districts, because where Jack Frost goes 
yellow _jack haa little chance of prolonged 
life. 

The frost in Atlanta this year is some- 
what earlier than the average date of its 
@rrival, though not earlier than has been 
recorded before. In 1897 the first frost in 
‘the fall was observed on October 2th. In 
1896 there was no frost in October, and in 
1895 it made its first appearance on Octo- 
ber 9th, was seen again on the 10th and on 
the 25th. 

The av@fae date of the arrival of the 
first frost is October 19th, and although it 
came eariler than that this year, nt is not 
unusually early. The early frost is attrib- 
uted in part to the cold weather in the 
west. 

The fact that frost arrived could be as- 
certained by a close observer without refer- 
ence to a@ weather report and without the 
necesSity of getting up early in the morn- 
ing and taking a look at the white visitor. 
The presence of frost is indicated jn num- 
erous ways. 

One of the signs of frost which has sel- 
dom been known to fail is the sudden and 
unanimous disappearancé of straw hats. 
This occurs every year just before or im- 
mediately at the arrival of frost. Two 
weeks ago there were not a few straw hats 
to be seen, but yesterday only one or two 
belated and probably more or less dilapi- 
dated pleces of summer headgear were 
visible. 

The greater number of small boys have 
put on shoes and stockires and the num- 
ber of bare feet has decreased wonderfully. 
There are many small boys who require 
something of a more substantial nature 
than an early frost to cause them to put 
on their shoes and stockings before icy 
weather comes. These are still to be seen. 

With the appearance of frost the 'pos- 
sum and the persimmon are at a premium 
and both become popular with a sudden- 
ness that takes them completely by sur- 
prise. The small boy and the ‘possum 
both begin a search for the persimmon 
and many hunters of a more or less lucky 
nature begin a pursuit of the ‘possum until 
the season has passed. From now on 'pos- 
sum hunts will be the order of the day and 
old and young hunters are preparing for 
the fun. Parties are being arranged for 
hunts and the poor ‘possum will be forced 
to leave his feast of persimmons on ac- 
count of the approach of hunters and their 
dogs. 

The presence in show windows of down- 
town stores of large assortments of winter 
cloaks, winter frocks and winter hats is 
another indication ‘that frost has arrived. 
Those husbands who are unkind attribute 
to the arrival of frost the necessity of pur- 
chasing these articles, and the longer frost 
is conspicuous by its absence the lighter 
are their hearts. But only in comic papers 
do husbands who object to large bil!s live. 
and the arrival of a new season is appa- 
rently regretted. 

The effect of frost on street car men and 
policemen is a noticeable one and it ts the 
signal for them to fetch forth their over- 
coats and Make an effort to keep warm. 
In the @arly morning when no one is 
uwake, and late at night when every one 
is asleep these men, wrapped in their heavy 
coats, watch the frost. They are the first 
to greet it and are Yirst to see its broth- 
er, ice. 

These indicafions of the arrival] of frost 
make the weather report on this subject 
a necessity to only those who are too busy 
or too tire? to make their own observa- 
tions.

American Vessels Given Advantage at 
Porto Rican Ports. 

Washingtcn, October 15.—Secretary Alger 
issued an order today which will give im- 
petus to American shipping to take effect 
oa Tuesday simultaneously with the hoist- 
ing of the American flag at San Juan and 
the complete and permanent occupatioa of 
Porto Rico. by the military forces of the 
United States. The war regulations relat- 
ing to Porto Rico were modified by the 
secretary after ‘consultation witn Consul 
General Spal lirg, acting agent of the treas- 
ury, that hereafter vessels trading between 
the United States and Porto Rico and ves- 
sels in the coasting trade of the island 
are exempted from tonnage taxes. 

This trade is confined by reguiation to 
American vessels. It has been possible for 
the administration to take this step to pro- 
mote American shipping by virtue of war 
powers and because Porto Rico is to be 
wholiy and permanently American. It was 
not possible to adopt a similar course in 
the case of Hawaii, as that archipelago 
was acquired by treaty and not by con- 
quest, and it is not practicable to consider 
such a course in the wase of Cuba and the 
Philippines until the future political status 
of those islands has beem-settled by the 
peace commission and congress. 

The effect of the order should be to in- 
crease ov@r threefold the employment of 
American tonnage in the Porto Rican 
trade. American ship owners are warned 
to secure registers before entering the 
Porto Rican trade, as coasting enréllments 
and licenses will subject vessels to penalty 
under the law on their return to the United 
States,

Requlsi- 
tion will be made upon the quartermaster’s 
department for the flooring and boxing of 
tents. Those intended for the men will be 
erected according to a model to be sgsup- 
plied by the quartermaster general. Suf- 
ficient and proper hospital accommodation 
will be provided, and the necessary meas- 
ures for piacing the camp in good sani- 
tary condition will be taken in advante of 
the arrival of the troops. 

Corps commanders will recommend such 
new assignments of general officers ag the 
provisions of this order‘ may render nec- 
essary, Or as they may deem to be for the 
best interests of the service.

FRANK STARBUCK, WHO IS-TO GO 
against McDuffee in a twenty-mile match 
race, wired Prince yesterday that he would 
arrive In Atlanta in a few days, and be 
ready to race any fay that may bé 
decided upon after his arrival.

FORM A SOCIETY 


Atlanta Methodists Organize a Church 
Extension Association. 


MEETING WAS HELD THURSDAY 


More Than 100 Laymen and Ministers 
Attended the Meeting. 


A LARGE COMMITTEE WAS APPOINTED 


The Society Is Approved of by the 
Methodists of Atlanta and Will 
Be a Powerful Influence. 


—_— —— 


A CHURCH EXTENSION SOCIETY 
was organized last Thursday night in the 


First Methodist church by about 100 lay- | 


men and ministers as charter members. 
The meeting was called without giving no- 
tice to other religious denominations or to 
the public through the newspapers, be- 
cause it was the desire of those at the head 
of the project to ascertain the feeling of 
the prominent Methodists on the subject. 

The meeting was unanimously in favor of 
organizing a permanent church extension 
society and a second meeting will be called 
within a short time to perfect the organiza- 
tion. A number of enthusiastic speeches 
were made at the meeting last Thursday. 

Bishop Morrison presided over the meet- 
ing and made a short speech, in which he 
said he favored the organization of the 
Church Extension Society and he hoped 
that all church members would take an in- 
terest in it. Mr. W. P. Lovejoy, presiding 
elder of the South Atlanta district, and Dr. 
R. J. Bigham, presiding elder of the North 
Atlanta district, were both present and 
pledged their support, both morally and 
materiany, to the society. 

On motion of Dr. Walker Lewis, of. the 
First Methodist church, a committee was 
appointed, consisting of one lay member 
from each Methodist church in the city 
and the two presiding elders, to draft a 
constitution and by-laws for the church 
extension society. Men both prominent 
and influential in the Methodist church 
were placed on the committee, and the 
work of drafting the eee and by- 
laws wii begin at once. 

As soon as the committee is reniie to re- 
port a second mecting will be called in the 
First Methodist church. The constitution 
and by-laws will at that time be read and 
voted upan and officers to serve for one 
year will be elected. The Church Exten- 
sion Society is composed of the lay mem- 
bers of the Methodist churches. 

The ministers will attend all the meet- 
ings, but the offices will be held by lay- 
men and they will control the society. 
The object of the soclety is to ald churches 
and church organizatious that are in need 
of help. The various missions in the sub- 
urbs will also be looked after and guarded 
by the society. 

One object of the association is to or- 
ganize a board to be composed of mem- 
bers from all Methodist churches in the 
city, to overlook Methodist affairs in the 
entire city. This board will suggest plans 
and changes and will have direct control 
over matters that can properly be brought 
before it. 

The main object-ef the society, hewever, 
is to cOmbine the*power of All the “Metho- 
dist churches in the city, in order to in- 
crease its power and propagate that creed. 
There are now twenty Methodist churches 
within the city Nmits, in charge of eighteen 
regularly appointed ministers. The mem- 
bership of the church in Atlanta is at pres- 
ent 9,000 and the members of the denomina- 
tion fee] very much gratified over the suc- 
€ess Of their church in this-city.

TEN TRAINED NURSES LEAVE. 


Ten of the Nurses at the Post Have 
Resigned and Will Return to’ 
Their Homes. 

Ten of the trained nurses who have been 
engaged in hospital work at Fort McPher- 
son for some months will leave today for 
their homes in the north, having tendered 

their resignations to the government, 

Upon receiving the resignations of the 
nurses, Surgeon General Sternberg not!l- 
fied Major Taylor that he would at once 
fill the places made vacant, and a number 
of nurses are now on the way south and 
will arrive today or tomorrow. 

The resignation of the ten nurses at the 
post is not due to any misunderstanding 
with the officials, but simply because the 
women believe they have accomplished all 
they can at the post and desire to return 
to their homes. At the beginning of the 
war many of the women who are now 
nurses in the hospitals in ‘the south gave 
up lucrative positions in civil hospitals in 
order to devote their time to the care 
of the sick and wounded from the army. 
Their motives were patriotic, and now that 
the war is concluded and comparatively 
few sick are left in the hospitals, they wish 
to go back to their former positions, near- 
ly all of which have been kept open four 
them. 

The need for nurses at the post, how- 
ever, has not diminished, as there are still 
nearly 500 patients in the wards, and un- 
less the places of the ten who have re 
signed were taken, the loss would bea 
serious one.

The fall session of the criminal court 
will convene tomorrow morning ard the 
work of clearing a heavy docket will begin. 
Judgé Candler will preside, as no message 
to the contrary has been received from 
him by Solicitor Hill. The jail has a large 
number of prisoners within its walls and 
these will be brouczht to the courtroom 
to betried. The court will be held in 
the Ellis building across Pryor street from 
the courthouse. 

The docket that will be cleared contains 
a larger number of important cases than 
has come up in the court in several years, 
and Judge Candler is not expected to finish 
the trial of all the cases within the. first 
week of the session. It is his custom™to 
finish the regular terms within five days, 
but the present docket will keep the court 
grinding for over a week, 

Mr. John Monaghan, clerk to Solicitor 
H%ll, has prepared the evidence in all the 
cases to be tried and has the witnesses 
Summoned. There will be no hitch in the 
disposition of the cases from the state. As 
is uswal, the defendants seek delays in the 
trial of eriminal cases, and some are ex- 
pected to ask for postponement Monday 
morning.

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ON A CHARGE OF LARCENY AFTER 
trust, J. W. Thompson was arrested last 
night and held at police barracks until a 
warrant can be sworn out for him Monday 
morning. There are several features of the 
case which give it a greater interest than 
ordinary arrests of the kind. 

Thompson is a traveling salesman, and a 
man about fifty years of age. He is well 
known in the city, and apart from his 
drinking too much at times there has never 
until yesterday been anything derogatory 
to his character. 

A short while ago he had a calamity in 
his family which gave him the sympathy 
of a number of friends, and his brother 
members of the Travelers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation raised a sum of money to aid him 
in his hour of trouble. It was his daughter 
who was burned to death at Decatur a few 
months ago. 

Last night Mr. Charles O’Connor, a whole- 
sale grocer, had Thompson arrested by 
Patrolman Jim Shephard: The merchant 
charged that the traveling salesman had 
collected a number of accounts and had 
failed to turn over the money. Shortly 
after the arrest Mr. O'Connor called at the 
police barracks and made a statement of 
the case. He said he had employed Thomp- 
son to travel for him, and authorized him 
to do some eollecting. About ten days ago 
he heard Thompson was in the city, but 
he did not report at the store. Next he 
heard that Thompson was drinking. and 
then he made efforts to find him, and lo- 
cated him in a boarding house. Repeated 
efforts were made to get Thompson to call 
and make a statement, but this he refused 
to do until he was found yesterday after- 
noon and escorted to the store, where he 
acknowledged to ‘having collected $00, but 
he offered to make no settlement. 

“T can’t say how much the man has 
collected,”’ said Mr. O'Connor, ‘‘and the 
amount may go up into the hundreds. J 
found by one of his memorandum books 
that he had collected as much as $30, and 
he ‘has owned up that he had as much as 
that. I hated to proceed against him crim- 
inally, but I have been victimized the same 
way several times, and I have have to do 
something in self-protection.” 

Thompson was under the. influence of 
whisky when he was taken to the police 
barracks. He begged to be’ allowed to go 
free, saying he would pay all he owed on 
Monday. He was locked up, however, and 


will be held .for the warrant. 


“T Afd not intend to do anything wrong,” 
said the prisoner, ‘‘and I will make a set- 
tlement if I am given the time. Some of 
that money is to come out for my ex- 
penses.”’ 

The expense statement was denied by the 
merchant. 

Last summer the eldest daughter of 
Thompson was burned to death at Decatur 
by her clothes-catching fire from a lamp. 
She was in a room alone at the time, and 
her screams were ‘heard for half a mile. 
Thompson was not at home when the fatal 
accident-occurred. He came from Birming- 
ham, and it was then that the T. P,. A. 
raised $0 to help him defray the expenses 
of his daughter's funeral, 

Thompson has been addicted to getting 
on sprees for several years, it is said, and 
since his daughter's tragic death it is said 
he has been drinking harder. ; 

The crime with which Thompson is 
charged is a penitentiary offense. It is be- 
lieved that the case may be settled before 
he is tried and sentenced.

TO ORIENT HEAYY 


Emperor and Empress Are Now en 
Their Way to Palestine. 


TRIP WILL BE EXPENSIVE 


Question of Regency Is Now Being 
Discussei in the Empire. 


THERE 1$ NO ONE AT HOME TO RULE 


Presents from the Kaiser to His Hosts | 


Will Amount to a Snug 
Fortune. 


Berlin, October 15.—Emperor William's 
departure for the orient has started a dis- 
cussion as to the advisability of the estab- 
lishment of a regency. The Freisinnige 
Zeitung says: 

“Where the emperor and king of Prussia 
leaves the country for any length of time, 
as in the present instance, a duly empower- 


ed person ought in che meanwhile to 6eize | 


the reins of government.” 


It urges that the matter be brought be- | 


fore the reichstag. A number of the lead- 
ing papers support the regency proposition, 
while several of the conservative papers 
scout this view. The constitution of the 
empire does not appear to provide for a 
regency. The presidency of the German 
bund is vested in the king of Prussia, but 
nothing is said to legalize the transfer of 
this dignity to a regent of Prussia. 
meanwhile the emperor's brother, Prince 
Henry of Prussia, who would naturally be 
regent, is absent in China. The next prince 
available would be Frederick Leopold, son 
of the late Prince Charles of Prussia, eld- 
est brother of Emperor William I, the 
grandfather of the present emperor. 

The whole matter of the emperor’g trip 
to the holy land will be threshed out early 
during the coming session of the reichstag. 
In governmental circles the opinion is ex- 
pressed that it is not fair to expect the 
emperor to bear the entire expense of the 
journey. It is said that the cost of his 
majesty’s trip, exclusive of presents and 
liberal baksheesh, will amount to at least 
6,000,000 marks. 

The costly gifts to the sultan of Turkey 
and to his harem, etc., also figure up from 
three million to four million marks. There- 
fore it is suggested, as the voyage is ex- 
pected to redound to Germany's greater 
glory and advantage, that parliament ought 
to grant a credit to cover the main ex- 
penses, more especially so as to otherwise 
the emperor will have to run into debt. 
The conservatives have answered the gov- 
ernment’s approaches favorably, but the 
centrists have replied with a flat negative. 
Their party organ, The Cologne Volks 
Zeitung, which does not relish the out- 
spokenly protestant character of the expe- 
dition, says:

Eating Horse and Dog Meat. 

The inadequate meat eupply of Germany. 
owing to the barriers erected against for- 
eigen cattle, hogs and meat, continues. From 
Austria sdlely some 8,000 head of cattle 
have been admitted and Russia supplied 
about 80.000 pigs. These imports are quite 
insufficient to cope with the requirements 
which the home supply fails to meet. Prices 
have risen steadily for months past, and 
they are now 4 per cent above those of 
1897. 

The slaughtering of horses for food has 
greatly increased, especially in the large 
cities. and dog flesh ig openly advertised. In 
the Chemnitz Neueste Nachrichten ‘‘fat, 
young dogs” forms a standing advertise- 
ment. 

Director Schnoemann, of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Steamship Company, has in- 
vented a new style life boat, whose mech- 
anism, while very simple, allows of the 
boat being easily launched without the use 
of davits. The new life boats can also be 
ijowered in a high sea and they drop tnto 
the water at some distance from the vessel, 
thus lessening the danger in the case of 
shipwreck or fire. 

A brewing company of Elsenach has de- 
cided to buy the famous Luther house there 
and convert it into a restaurant. The gOv- 
ernment of Saxony consequently is being 
urged to prevent one of Germany’s most 
historical remains from being put to such 
a use.

Although the news side of the conven- 


tion has been fully covered in the daily 
papers, there was so much of happy sen- 
timent and royal hospitality, combined 
with the practical side of the convention, 


that the story of its success and import- 
ant work can gcearcely be told in @ lim- 


jted report. 
There were forty-two regular delegates 


and a number of alternates, all represent- 
ing a membtrs 
of the United

tion was the absolute harmony of the as- ) 


sembly and the honest spirit of patriotism 
and sentiment that seemed to possess the 
heart of every woman present. 

The enthusiasm with Which the import- 
matters coming before the assembly 
were seized upon indicated the joval hearts 
of these southern women forever wedded 
to the cause of the confederacy, its senti- 
ment and the eare of its surviving soldiers, 
though many of them, true to the demands 
of the present, wore badges indicating 
their loyalty to the soldiers now enrolled 
under the nation’s standard. 

In the convention the leading questions 
to be disposed of were the Soldiers’ Home, 
first and foremost; the Georgia room in 
the Richmond Confederate Museum, the 
Winnie Davis monument fund, the Winnie 
Davis memorial fund in Georgia, the pre- 


ate veterans and to the families of. those 
deceased, and the organization throughout 
he state of Children of the Confederacy. 

The question of the Soldiers’ Home has 
long been one foremost in the hearts of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, and since 
the first days of its suggestion by the 
late Henry Grady to the present time they 
have left no stone unturned to have the 
home opened for the surviving and home- 
less veterans, Without sufficient money to 
buy it themselves and assume the respon- 
sibility of its support, they have sought to 
obtain an appropriation for it from the 
Georgia legislature, but failed every year 
since the building of the home. On the 
one hand they would be told that if the 
home were built, the old soldiers wouid 

ard it as a poorhouse and would not go 
to it. or, on the other hand, that the leg- 
islature had adopted the pension law as a 
means of support to the veterans in their 
individual homes. To meet this argument 
the Daughters in their recent convention 
showed by innumerable applications the 
desire of hundreds of homeless veterans 
to enter a soldiers’ home, if one were pro- 
vided, while the miserable pittance allowed 
the Georgia confederate in his pension was 
not adquate to his support, especially if he 
were homeless. 

Delegates from all districts except the 
eleventh were in favor of the Soldiers’ 
Home, and a number of eloquent speeches 
were made by the earnest women on the 
floor. Mrs. Joseph Kaine, of  Atlan- 
ta, making one of the strongest 
speeches. After much discussion a motion 
was passed by which a committee was 
appointed, representing the Daughters of 
the Confederacy, to co-operate with the 
veterans in petitioning the incoming legis- 
lature to open the Soldiers’ Home. This 
motion included the conditional clause that 
the home would be opened only to such 
homeless men as may need it. 

This leaves the matter of opening the 
Soldiers’ Home in the nature of an appeal 
knocking upon the doors of the Georg'a 
legislature, and ¢trongly indorsed by the 
veterans and the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. 


The matter of completing the. furnishing 


federate Museum was decided upon, nearly 
all of the $200 required for its completion 
being subscribed by the various chapters 
throughout the state. 

The matter of the general fund being 
raised by the Richmond chapter of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy for the pur- 
pose of erecting a monument to Winnie 
Davis was one that touched all hearts. 
By unanimous vote it was decided that 
each chapter in the Georgia division would 
send its individua] contribution toward 
the general monument fund. 

But the question that brought about more 
enthusiastic discussion than any other in 
the convention was the memorial to Winnie 
Davis to be established by the Georgia di- 
vision of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, in the nature of an educational 
fund for the Georgia children of the con- 
federacy who may need it. It is proposed 
that when this fund Is raised a memorial 
dormitory be built in connection with the 
Milledgeville Industrial School for Girls, 
or the normal schoo) In Athens. In the 
meantime the interest of the educational 
fund which may be raised will be devoted 
to the education of boys and girls, de- 
scendants of confederate soldiers. This 
movement is one of the finest and most 
practicable yet undertaken by the Daugh- 
ters ‘of the Confederacy. 

The idea to present a cross of honor to 


the surviving veterans and the families of | 


those deceased, which idea originated with 
Mrs. Cotb-Erwin, of Athens, was pre- 
sented. by Miss Mildred 
Athens, in an able speech. 

She advocated that the movement be rec- 
ommended at the forthcoming convention 
of the United Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy as coming from Georgia. Mrs. 8S. E. 
Gabbett, of Atlanta, jndorsed the plan in 

aspeech that was pronounced By men 
and women alike as a gem of patriotic 
sentiment and eloquence. 

In the case that the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy accept the suggestion from 
the Georgia division, it will be further 
suggested that the individua] chapters of 
each state. assume the expense of these 
badges of honor for all those confederates 
whose names they present as worthy the 
proposed honorary insignia.

Church of This Religion in Georgia. 


STORY OF MRS. MIMS’ WORK 


How She Undertook the Work of Up- 
building a Creed Against Which 
_ Much Prejudice Has Al- 
ways Existed. 


On Wednesday last the first stones¢were 
laid in the foundation of the Firet Chris- 
tian Sclence church in Atlanta, and the 
first in Georgia. Mre. Livingston Mims, 
the recognized leader among the Christian 
Scientists in the south, and recently ap- 
pointed on the Christian Science lecture 
board, was present at the ceremony. 

The occasion was an interesting. one 
from many standpoints, since it marked 
not Only the growth of a belief that is 
battling with the strongest prejudice di- 
rected against it from many sources, but 
because the movement here was first in- 
spired by a woman—a woman who was a 
recOgnized leader in gay society, and who 
left the center of the drawing room almost 
suddenly to become an advocate and 
teacher of Christian Science. 

When ten years ago Mra. Livingston 
Mims announced that she had become a 
convert to the “new religion,”” as it was 
called by some then, there were those 
among even her most devoted admirers 
who laughed at the very idea of the ‘“‘fad” 
Which they said was ‘interesting Mrs. 
Mime “for the time being.”’ 

But as the weeks, months and finally 
yeare ed, and her beautiful and bril- 
liant personality seemed to be entirely 
withdrawn from society, those who had 
deemed her first expressions favoring 
“mere fad," were 
convineed that she was making it rather 
the very principle of her life. Being con- 
vinced herself that she had discovered 
a creed that was of all others the ane in 
which ghe found thappiness, she was soon 
the center of a group of people who, 
either through conversations with her on 
the subject, or literature pertaining to it 
which had fallen in their hands, became 
convinced that. spiritual comfort was found 
in Christian Science. 

This group, which may be said to have 
met first in Atlanta about e.ght years 
ago, gradually apread itself until the pres- 
ent quarters of the Grand were 
found mecessary as a place of mect- 
ing. Mrs. Mims has during this 
time occupied in the Atlanta congre- 
gation the place of leadersbip, oy First 
reader. To her energy and enthusiism, het 
mastery of the science in all its principles 
and her eloquent expression of them to her 
hearers, she bas been the direct means of 
bringing into the now widespread sec: in- 
numerahie members. Whatever may be 
the prejudices that are thrust in various 
Ways at Christian Science, and whateve: 


bitterest opponents to it must bear in mind 
that one of the boasted advantages of the 
republic of the United States ts religious 
freedom. Earnestness of purpose is one of 
the distinguishing characteristics of the 
majority of those espousing Christian Sci- 
ence, and a just minded people, though 
condemning and ridiculing at times its 
Principles and methods, cannot but re- 
spect what is the abSolute earnestness with 
which Mrs. Mims and many of her fol- 
lowers live up to the rules and regulations 
governing the new faith. 

Mrs, Mims has recently beqm appointed 
by Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, the direc- 
tors of the head or mother church, a memni- 
ber of the Christian Science lecture board, 
which is made up only of those recognized 
as leaders on Christian Science. Mrs. Mims 
is one of the two women members of 
the board, and will very sodén begin the 
fulfillment of the duties developing upon 
her in the appointment. 

She was very happy over the church to 
be erected so soon in Atlanta, when seen 
in regard to the matter this week, and re- 
ferred to the great growth of Christian 
Science in Georgia. 

“Do you know,” she said, “‘that there is 
scarcely a village in the state that has 
not in it now representatives of Christian 
Science? They have become converted, 
many of them, through the literature of 
the Science, never having had the advan- 
tage of having it otherwise imparted to 
them. Others have been healed, in cases 
of almost fatal ilmess, and through this 
convincing medium became advocates of 
the faith.’’ 

When asked what were the objects of 
the Christian Science lecture, Mrs. Mims 
stated that they were not merely to teach 
its doctrines, but to correct the false im- 
pressions concerning Christian science, and 
to destroy the misconceptions concerning 
its teaching and practice. 

“The lecture,’’ she said, ‘will also show 
Mrs. Edidy’s relation to the movement as 
the discoverer and founder of Christian 
Science, and the only leader,

The Christian Science Journal, published 
in Boston and of which Mrs. Eddy was 
the founder, is recognized as the official 
organ of the First church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, or the Modern vhurch of Christian 
Science, . 

In reference to the many converts to 
Christian Science from other denomina- 
tions, Mrs. Mims referred to the expres- 
sions of Rev. W. H. P. Faunce, who, in 
The Baptist Examiner of March  4lst, 
writes: 

This new doctrine, if it be new, must 
have some truth in it because of its 
fruits. Jesus gave his discip-es power 
to heal, and that power has never been 
revoked. It will not do for, theologan or 
historian quietiy to assume that Jesus 
meant such power to fade with the 
lapse of years or to vanish at the end 
of the third century. Men will believe 
either that miracies are continuous 
throughout the history of Christianity 
or that they never occurred in the 
Christian church. No middie ground is 
logically or theologicaily possible. It 
is absolutely certain that hundreds of 
men and women in this country have 
received in the healing of their disease a 
demonstration that there is a funda- 
mental truth in Christian Science. Be- 
holding the men who are healed, we 
must beware how we declare ourselves 
against it. Even though many have 
died while hoping to be healed, even 
though many have forsaken the faith 
they once held, a marvelous number of 
cures are being daily performed. It is 
easy to pronounce this satan’s work; 
but satan’s work is to bind men, not to 
loose them. 

Christian Science has recalled many 
from agnosticism to a living faith in 
God. The majority of the believers do 
not come from the churches. When I 
asked one man where they did come 
from, he answered, “Out of their 
graves.”’ Ninety per cent, he averred, 
had come into the faith through the 
healing of apparently hopeless disease. 
Many of them have come out of atheism 
into radiant religious faith. 

The average Christian Scientist does 
have a victory over fear and care and 
sin that is not achieved by the average 
orthodox Christian. To the average 
chureh member Christianity is the ac- 
ceptance of a series of doctrines and his- 
torical facts, and the acceptance of a 
forensic transaction of eighteen hun- 
dred years ago, in consequence of which 
acceptance he hopes for heaven beyond. 
But he is a worried and fretted, and 
fearful man: afraid of himself and his 
propensities, afraid of colds and fevers, 
afraid of treading on serpents or drink- 
ing deadly things, as the apostles of 
Christ were not. The average Christian 
Scientist—and in this respect he fis like 
the Keswick disciples—has put all anx- 
iety and fretting under his_ feet. 
Christ {is to him no distant historic fig- 
ure, but the incarnation of the Divine 
Idea. God is “no mere “first cause, 
but a very present help. 

From eve’y walk of life, from the ranks 
of the highest to the lowliest, the Chris- 
tian Scientists claim that they are making 
converts with phenomenal rapidity. 

From every profession there are repre- 
sentatives, -and a conversion recently 
made from the theatrical world that has 
caused no little sensation is that of Henry 
Jewett, the well-known actor.

“The light shineth in 
darkness, and the darkness comprehend- 
eth it not, nevertheless it shines on, be- 
cuuse it ig from that divine source declared 
by St. John to be the life of men. 

“‘Suffer little children, to come unto 
me,’ represents the unbiased and innocent 
child-thought finding and approaching 
the revelation of science and health with 
key to scriptures, which explains the 
words. and works of Jesus, the prophets 
and thé apostles. The face of the wo- 
man in the central window, ‘Seeking and 
Finding,’ is not a portrait of our teacher 
and mother, but igs a type Which presents 
the thought of ther searching the scrip- 
ture with unalterable trust in the divine 
wisdom, above and beyond mortal con 
cept. In this sacred search the star of 
Bethlehem or gleam of truth is never 
lost sight of, but shines steadily on the 
inspired page.

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Here Is a Sample. . 

Among the newspaper dispatches pub- 

lished yesterday may be found the fol- 
lowing: 

Camp Meade, Pa., October 4.—General 
Graham has secured permission from 
the war department to miove his com- 
mand south at this pleasure. He is 
afraid of yellow fever ‘and will keep 
his troops in the north until he is 
driven out by the cold weather. 


If ever anything illustrated the su- 
preme folly of the yellow fever fetish 
more fully than this, we have not run 
across it, The persistent effort with 
which this one disease has been marked 
as possessing a fatality which does not 
belong to its kindred of the typhoid va- 
riety, has been to the disadvantage of 
the south and to the advantage of that 
section wherein danger to heflth js real- 
ly greatest. The subject has been 
harped upon so long, it has been so 
well ding-donged into the ears of the 
people and its ravages have been 
persistently displayed in black 


SO 


it has come to be taken for granied that 
there exists throughout the 
slumbering danger which should warn 
men to keep away. 


As tong as this prejudice exists, and as | 


long as the fears of the people are fed 
by those who should apply correction, 
there can be but little improvement. 


What matters it if we point ¢o the fact | 


that 16,000 men went to Santiago, where 
the cry was raised that they would all 
become the victims of yellow fever, only 
to find upon their return to Montauk 
Point that it was typhoid fever which 
had claimed its thousands of victims in- 
stead? Suppose the New York papers, 
following an example which they might 
have found further south, had spread 
the alarm that typhoid fever had reached 
the northeastern coast, and printed each 
day in black lines the number of new 
cases of typhoid fever and deaths there- 
from, until these reports, duplicated in 
every town and village from Portland 
down to Baltimore, should have cre- 
ated an epidemic of fear which should 
have demoralized trade 
stampede among the péople? It would 
have been much more justifiable than 
the persistency with which vellow fever 
is kept to the front in the south, and 
treated as a great danger to be avoided. 

It may be claimed that the United 
States government has taken provision 
to prevent the introduction of yellow 
fever, which it has not taken in reward 
to the universal typhoid of the north. 
This ig true, but we have ourselves to 
blame for much of it. ‘We do not find 
northern newspapers making a special- 
ty of those diseases which rage in their 
midst, nor seeking to create the impres- 
sion that life is unsafe in any portion 
of their country. We have ourselves 
to blame that we have permitted the 
United States government to designate 
a prevailing disease of the southern 
coast as being’ any more dangerous than 
that other form of it which is to be 
found at all seasons along its northeast- 
ern coast. 

There is some yellow fever in Missis- 
sippi, and a great deal more of unneces- 
sary scare, but unite both epidemic 
and scare, take an equal populaation to 


that of Mississippi in any of the New 


England states for the past month of 
September, and it will be found that the 
death rate per thousand in Mississippi 
is no greater than that of the point 
chosen in the northeast. ° 

It is not through any spirit of crit- 
cism or censoriousness that The Con- 
stitution draws attention to the over- 
estimation in which the danger of yellow 
fever is held. We draw attention to 
it because of our interest in the actual 
conditions of the country. There is 


not a section of the south, Louisiana and | 


Mississippi included, in which it is not 
safer and more pleasant to live than in 
any section such as is indicated by Gen- 
eral Graham. His troops would 
safer today at Americus, Macon, Augus- 
ta, Athens, Anniston and Huntsville, 
than they can be in any part of Penn- 
sylvania. This assertion may seem 
broad, but it cannot be attacked by those 
who have a knowledge of the conditions. 

It is time, therefore, for this sort of 
@iscrimination to be brought to a.close, 
and The Constitution . sincerely hopes 
that the newspapers and statesmen of

thé south will assist in the effort to 
stop the continual cry of yellow fever, 
to let the country rest upon its normal 
condition, and it will be seen that thous- 
and against thousand our people 
can show up favorably against apy other 
part of the country. 
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Republican Campaign Cowardice. 

The cowardice of the republican party 
‘in meeting the-real issues is motorious. 
The party has enjoyed its long hold on 
the offices, principally because of the 
ability of its leaders to dodge and to 
misrepresent the real issues before the 
people, and never was this trait more 
marked than in the present campaign. 

The party leaders started out to base 
their campaigh on the dishonest claim 
that the war with Spain was a republi- 
can war; that the republicans in con- 
gress and the republican president alone 
deserved the credit for its comduct; and 
to that end the position of the demo- 
crats in congress and the democratic 
party as a whole was wilfully and con- 
sistently misrepresented. When the 


mismanagement of the war department’ 


Officials and of the sons-of-fathers who 
held army commissions under the presi- 
dent’s appointment made the country rise 
in mighty protest, the republican lead- 
ers dropped their war “issue” in a hur- 
ry, and since then have been busy try- 
ing to scare up something else to take 
its place. 

In New’ York, where the great fight is 
for the state officers, the republican 
bosses are doing all they can to escape 
state issues. In the hope that they may 
profit by the great majority that New 
York gave the McKinley ticket, Platt has 
given orders that the republicans must 
raise the “sound money” cry and try 
to scare all the elements that supported 
McKinley to support Teddy Roosevelt. 
The other day Grosvenor, who talks 
through his hat at the instance of the 
administration, was in New York, and 
there he joined vociferously in the cry 
for “sound money,” declaring that this 
must be the simon-pure issue of the 
campaign. This is the same Grosvenor 
who manufactured the ‘war issue’’. and 
declared it the one and only thing to be 
considered; but a little thing like self- 
repudiation doesn’t bother the white- 
baired statesman from the Buckeye 
State, a fact that was emphasized by 
later developments. 

“Sound money” is the thing in New 
York, where something is needed to di- 
vert attention from the rotten record of 
the republican party in its conduct of 
state affairs: but out jin Ohio, the presi- 
dent’s own state, that great administra- 
tion issue would not do at all.

COME THIS WEEK 


They Will Meet Here To Confer About 
the Cotton Movement. 


RATES ARE BEING MAINTAINED 


The Situation Is Better in the South 
Than Anywhere Else. 


AN OPEN REDUCTION TO TWO POINTS 


Water and Rail Lines Reduce Rates 
from East to Nashville and Mem- 
phis To Meet Secret Cuts. 


A MEETING OF FREIGHT TRAFFIC 
officials will be held in Atlanta this week 
to discuss cotton rates and other questions 
affecting cotton. 

A railway man said yesterday that about 
all the roads in this territory are main- 
taining rates on cotton this fall. There 
has been no monkey business this season. 
Usually some one road or perhaps two or 
three try to get more than their share, 
and that makes trouble. This year, how- 
ever, all the lines appear to be acting with 
good faith toward eacn other. 

The rate situation in this territory is 
exceptionally good. Few complaints are 
heard except against one line, which has 
long been accused of buying business. In 
the west the railroads are fighting between 
themselves and throwing good money away 
every day. They do not seem to be able 
to maintain rates for a week. They meet 
and agree not to cut and then they go at it 
right away, or perhaps never stop, even 
for a day. ) 

In the trunk line territory the roads are 
continually cutting rates and in the south- 
west rates are generally demoralized. 

But in the south and southeast the roads 
have a better record. A reduction has 
just been made of 2 per cent on freight 
from the east for Nashville and Memphis, 
but that was an open reduction made to 
meet secret cuts by northern routes work- 
ing through Losuisville. 

The Seaboard, the Georgia, the Atlantic 
Coast Line, the Central, the Southern 
and the Louisville and Nashville are some 
of the lines in this territory which are 
keeping faith with their competitors. 

That reduction to Nashville and Memphis 
is a return to the open cut made a few 
months ago and which was restored. Com- 
peting lines to the north reduced their 
rates secretly and the Merchants and Min- 
ers’ Transportation Company, the Central 
of Georgia and the Seaboard Air-Line de- 
cided to meet the cut openly. 

This week’s meeting will bring the high 
traffic officials and some of the executive 
board here from all vver the southeastern 
lines. 


PEOPLE WOULD STILL KICK. 


Upper Berths Will Be Popular if the 
Fare Is Reduced. 

‘If the Pullman company reduces the 
fare for upper berths or makes any change 
in fares which will make upper berths 
cheaper, than the lower, by, so much as #0 
cents, we will see people kicking to gef 
uppers,’’ said Mr. Clements, traveling pas- 
senger agent for the Seaboard Air-Line 
yesterday.

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NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


Heavier Increase in Loans Than Antic- 


ipated Caused Some Surprise. 

New York, October 15.—The Financier 
Says: . 

“Owing to the heavy increase of $16,337,400 
in the deposits of the New York clearing 
house banks for the week ending October 
15th, reserve requirements rose $4,000,000 and 
over. The gain of $5,000,000 in cash due to 
receipts of specie more than counterbal- 
anced the extra requirement on reserve ac- 
counts, so that in the face of an expansion 
of $10,023,300 in loans, the surplus cash in 
banks increased nearly a million dollars. 
The banks report a firmer demand for 
money from the interior, and their ship- 
ments last week aggregate perhaps $2,00,- 
000. On the other hand, the treasury dis- 
bursements and receipts of gold from 
abroad resulted in a gain in cash about as 
reported in the statement. The increas@ in 
loans, as reported, was much heavier than 
had been anticipated, and caused some 
surprise. The general business conditions 
and the speculative situation do not seem 
to warrant the sudden activity in this par- 
ticular, and it is probable that the loans 
reflect an accumulation of forelgn credits 
in the form of long sterling bills, rather 
«han domestic transactions. The position 
of internationa] exchanges, owing to ad- 
vancing rates abroad, and the heavy de- 
mand for grain will tend inevitably to the 
postponement of gold imports and their 
conversion into sterling loans. This does 
not mean that the balance owing to the 
United States abroad will be settled with- 
out gold imports, but that the process of 
borrowing by Europe will be repeated. The 
record of September exports which were 
exceeded only once for the same month in 
the history of the country, and of imports 
which continue to show a dimunition indi- 
cate a balance at the end of the year 
greater than ever known. What these bal- 
ances during the last two years have 
meant is best read in_the record of..gold 
imports. There is nothing to indicate that 
the same procegs is nape be repeated, but 
with about $90,000,000 of treasury money in 
the banks, it is difficult to say how soon 
the effect of 1898 exports will thus be 
shown. One thing is certain, there is 
nothing in the situation to indicate an ad- 
vance in rates, as the treasury policy tends 
to aa opposite result,

WORLD’S WHEAT CROP. 


Summary of Department’s Report of 
Agriculture in Foreign Countries, 

W asvdington, Uctober 16.— ihe following is 
a summary of the agricuitural department's 
report of agriculture in toreign countries 
for October: 

“The Hungarian minister of 
and the several commercial authorities 
have issued their estimates of the worid's 
wheat crop of 1lsy¥s. The Beerbohm estimate 
is equivalent to 2,640,000,000 bushels of Sixty 


agriculture 


pounds, in the grand total varying but lit- 
tle from the Hungarian official estimate. 
The wheat crop of India for 18's, as official- 
ly reported, amounted to 242,921,280 bushels; 
that of 1897 to 152,667,483 bushels while the 
annual average for the previous five years 
was 226446,080, Official figures on area show 
an increase of 689,172 acres in France, of 
218,686 acrts in the United Kingdom, 183,860 
in Ontario, Canada, and 147,30 in Manito- 
ba in areas under wheat. The estimates of 
production given in tables published with 
the report make the crop of 1898 the largest 
on record but the world’s reserve stocks 
bad run extremely low before the harvest. 

“The French area under wheat was about 
44% per cent greater in 1898, and taking 
wheat, rye and maslin together, the area 
increase amounted to 793.179 acres. The 
average yield of wheat this year was near- 
ly twenty-two bushels per acre against less 
than 15.2\in 1897. 

‘“‘An official estimate for Hlungary puts 
the wheat crop at 119,638,000 bushels, against 
£9,924.000 Jast year; rye 38,154,000 bushels, 
against $5,151,000 last year: barley 61,446,000 
bushels, against 41,475,000 last year: oats 
84,041,000, against 58,881,000 last year. 

“The wheat crop of Roumania has been 
stated in English papers on the authority 
of an official estimate, 56,800,000 bushels, but 
some reports from that country represent 
that this estimate is too large by several 
million bushels. The offers of wheat from 
Roumania and Bulgaria are described as 
rather extraordinarily restricted. 

“The preliminary estimate as to the Prus- 
sia rye crop is said to state it at 246,400, 
bushels, against 223700,000 last vear. The 
yerman potato crop was reported in the 
middle of September as a ful} average. 

“In Austria-Hungary the crops of wheat, 
rye and oate are reported as very satis- 
factory. Barley is merely an average in 
quantity and defictent in quality, while 
maize, on the whole, is not a good crop. 

‘Reports from Russia are quite conflict- 
ing. Supplies of new wheat for export 
come forward very sparingly. and consider- 
able quantities of grain are sajd to he mov- 
ing toward the provinces, which suffered 
so severely through the failure of the crops 
last year. 

“At the beginning of September the crops 
in Argentina were reported to be in fine 
condition, but about three weeks later they 
were represented as suffering for want of 
rain and threatened by locusts. 

“Accounts from Australia represent the 
cron outlook there as excellent.

McCULLOUGH BROS 


Robert H. Johnston,. Died Eeptember 
. 24, 1898. 


With many of our “loved and now 
sleeps our friend and kinsman, Robert H. 
Johnston, who died September 24, 1898. He 
was born in Zebulon, Pike county, in 146. 
At an early his parents, Judge ard 
Mrs. Cc. H. Johnson, moved to Griffin, Ga, 
where he lived until’ he changed his resi- 
dence to College Park, in 1893. In the life 
and character of our friend was exempli- 
fied the noblest traits of the true Christian, 
being a devoted father, loving. husband 
and: sineere friend In 1861. while a mere 
boy, he joined the Griffin Light Guards, 
Fifth Georgia regiment, then commanded 
by the late General John Kk. Jackson, of 
Augusta, and fought throughout the war. 
At the reunion.of the Fifth Georgia at 
Griffin in 1895 (on which occasion he was 
the orator of the day) late Colonel 
S. W. Mangham said, “Our speaker, Mr. 
Robert H. Johnston, was fourteen years 
old when he joined my company. Being 
too young to enlist as a soldier, he was 
musteged in drummer boy, but he 
could never get a drum to fit his side or 
a stick his hand, for he got hold of a 
musket the first opportunity and used it 
till the end.”” He entered the University of 
Georgia in 1867 and graduated with distinc- 
tion in the famous of 1870. Married 
in 1871 Miss Susie Hill, of Athens, and two 
children blessed this union, Mrs. Frank 
Price, of Atlanta, and Love Johnston, of 
College Park. He taught school with Major 
Slaton, of Atlanta, when the latter lived 
in Griffin. He afterwards entered the prac- 
tice of law. In his profession he was very 
successful, in one 
with the late Benjamin Hill, from whom 
he elicited praise for his work. He 
came deaf and was compelled to leave this 
field of labor, and then entered mereantile 
life. During this time he was connected 
with various lodges, holding positions of 
trust ‘In several. He was treasurer 
of Spalding county. He adorned all the 
relations of life, being ‘intelligent, honora- 
ble and courteous, but his virtues showed 
most in his home life, which is certainly 
now sad and lonely without his presence. 
With him it is well.

Last night the rush began at 10 o'clock. 
It always begins at 10 o’clock at the police 
barracks every night in the week except 
Sunday, and there is a reason for this. 
Ten o'clock is a most portentous hour 
with the Atlanta police, for then it is that 
the saloons close and many fellows who 
have been loading up all the afternoon 
and evening have been in doors in the 
barrooms sitting or dozing around tables. 
When 10 o'clock strikes everybody must 
get out whether they are uncertain on 
their legs or about vcheir understanding 
or not. Many are unable to ‘“‘make it 
home”’ and the police have to take care of 
them. The calls for the patrol wagon be- 
gin to come in and there is a rush and stir 
at the barracks which is witnessed at no 
other time of the day or night. Then, too, 
drunken men go home and abuse and mis- 
treat their families and the call officers 
are sent for, which adds to the rush busi- 
ness. 

Last night at 10 o’clock the rush began 
and for two hours the prisoners were rolled 
in out of the cold in twos and threes and 
single, men, women and boys, white and 
black, some drunk, some maudlin, some 
jolly, some quarrelsome, some fighting, 
s0me dancing, some singing. 

This morning, this beautiful Sunday 
mornfng, when nature is smiling and there 
is a glory in the air which ought to bring 
joy to’every heart that can be giad, those 
people who helped to make the rush at the 
police barracks last night will wear ead 
hearts and aching heads and empty pocket 
books. 

It was fun last night when the+»wagons 
were rolling in and the hurrah was going 
on, but today the police barracks is about 
as quiet a place and as joyless as can be 
found in all the city.

The triennial convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal church of the United States, 
which is now in session in Washington, D. 
C.. bears close resemblance to the British 
parliament. Unlike any other religious 
body in this country, it consists of two 
houses, which Ahold concurrent sessions, 
viz: the house of bishops and the house of 
deputies. In the house of bishops afe 
gathered together the spiritual overseers 
of the fifty-eight dioceses in the United 
States, each diocese being represented by 
its bishop; while in the house of deputies 
are gathered togéther the specially chosen 
delegates of the several slioceses, eaca 
diocese being represented by eight delegates, 
four lay and four clerical. 


Both houses are distinguished for the un- 
usual degree of mentality which they pos- 
eess as well as for the zeal in church mat- 
ters which they exhibit. Ten days have 
elapsed @ince the convention formally 
opened, but from the volume of business 
which remains to be transacted it is likely 
to continue in session for several days yet. 


One of the most important matters 
brought before the convention during the 
past week was the report of the joint com- 
mittee of the two houses on the subject of 
marriage and divorce, with special refer- 
ence to amending the canons of the church 
On that subject. In substance this report 
recommended that the convention emph:- 
size in the most positive language the in- 
violability and sacredness of the marriage 
contract ani ‘de repugnance with which 
it looked upon the granting of divorces ex- 
cept in the most extreme cases. Further- 
more it recommended that the canons of 
the church be so amended as to prohibit 
ministers of the church frcm solemnizing 
the marriage of either party to a divorce 
during the lifetime of the other porty. The 
joint committee, which recommended this 
change, consisted of the bishops of Albany, 
Kentucky, Chicago, Quincy, New York 
and Maryland; Rev. Eugene A. Hoffman, 
D.*D.; Rev. James S. Sione, D. D.:; Rev. 
Canaries A. lL. Richards, D. D.; Rev. Hall 
Harrison, D. D.; Rev. F. P. Davenport, D. 
D,; Rev. J. Houston Eccleston, D. D.: Rev. 
William R. Huntington, D. D.. and W. H. 
Lightner, Edward G. Bradford, F. B. 
Swayne, Charles G. Saunders, John A. 
Beall, Frank H. Miller and W. S. Laidley. 
In. submitting the report several of, the 
memberg of the joint committee were not 
fully agreed and naturally enough the con- 
vention itself betrayed signs of division. 
Some idea of the pronounced character of 
the opposition to the proposed change in 
the canons of the church, forbidding. min- 
isters to solemnize the marriage of either 
party to a divorce during the lifetime of 
the other party, may be derived from the 
open protest of Bishop Williams, of Con- 
necticut, On account of illness Bishop 
Williams has been unable to attend the 
sessions of the convention, but he has ad- 
dressed a strong letter to the house of 
bishops in which he tnus speaks of the 
proposed change: 

“It leaves the question open as to wheth- 
er the man or the woman may not be mar- 
ried by any one else legally qualified to 
perform the marriage, without losing the 
right to receive stili at our altars and that 
without undergoing penance or discipline of 
any sort. Some priests and some bishops 
might subject the person to discipline. it 
is true, but others would not. And, doubt- 
less, the majority would not. S)me priests 
who might do so weuld have their action 
annulled by some bishops, and some bish- 
ops who would like to see discipline in- 
fiicted would be st at naught by priests 
who would not ani could not be required 
cancnically to suspend those persons who 
choose to marry outside of the church dur- 
ing the lifetime of their divorced husbands 
or wives. In other words, the canon, as it 
stands, if passej will only tntroduce cunfu- 
sion worse than that which exists now, and 
self-will- everywhere. All it can effect, in 
my judgment, is that it will show that the 
church disapproves of marriage after . di- 
vorce in all cases, even of the innocent 
party, to the extent of prohibiting the use 
of her service until the death of one of the 
partics to the divorce. That much would 
certainly have its value as a deterrent 
with fairly conscientious people. But so 
song as members of the church may still 
approach the altar, though they be mar- 
ried again without the church, the propos.

DR. JOHN HALL’S SUCCESSOR: 
SKETCH OF HIS LIFE 
In Presbyterian circles throughout the 
country there exists much interest with re- 
Spect to the vacant pulpit of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church of New York. This 
is decidedly the richest Protestant church 
in America. Within its membership are 
included some of the wealthiest million- 
aires of the metropolis and the salary 
which it yearly pays is $30,000. Dr. John 
Hall, the late pastor of the church, was 
one of the most gifted divines in this coun- 
try and the cause of religion is sorely be- 
reaved in his death. Dr. Hall became the 
pastor of the Fifth Avenue_ Presbyterian 
church in 1869 and he continued to occupy 
that position until the time of his death, 
last month. 
Dr. Hall's successor will probably be Dr. 
Alexander Connell, vf London. Several 
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prominent divines have been mentioned in 
connection with the vacant pulpit, but the 
choice of the congregation seems at last 
to be definitely fixed upon the London di- 
vine. Dr. Connell is only thirty-one years 
of age, but he possesses rare eloquence 
and power and draws vast congregations 
to hear him. He is of Scotch nativity and 
parentage and stands upon the time hon- 
ored creed of orthodox Presbyterianism. 
He was in this country several weeks ago 
en route to Canada, but couid not preach in 
New York on account of limited time and 
confilcting engagements. He is in corres- 
pondence with the session of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church and may occupy 
the pulpit of that church within the next 
few weeks, after which it is likely that 
the call will be extended to him. If Dr. 
Connell accepts the call he will make him- 
self strongly felt on this side of the water. 


HE NOMINATED A 
PREACHER FOR CONGRESS |! 


Rev. Robert E. Bisbee, of Chicopee, 
Mass., one of the most distinguished di- 
vines of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
north, has recently been nominated for 
congress on the democratic ticket tn the 
second congressional district of the Nut- 
meg State. Mr. Bisbee was born in Maine 
in 1851 and graduated from Wesleyan uwni- 
versity in 1875. He first engaged in teach- 
ing and at the age of twenty-five was 
made president of Clark university at At- 
lanta, Ga. Here he had charge of large in- 
terests and was very successful. He later 
removed to Spokane, Wash., where he did 
both educational and pastoral work. In 
1889 he returned to New €£ngland and get- 
tled in Massachusetts, giving his attention 
to the ministry. He has held pastorates 
under the New England Methodist confer 
ence in Lynn and Newburyport, and is now 
in his third vear of work as pastor of the 
Central Methodist church in Chicopee. Mr. 
Bisbee has been a close reader of history 
and social] science and has studied carefully 
many of the questions of the day. 
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DR. JOHN B. ADGER, 
THE OLDEST MISSIONARY . 


Dr. John B. Adger, of Charleston, 8. C.. 
who is now verging closely upon four score 
years and ten, enjoys the distinction of 
being the oldest missionary living. He {is 
not engaged in active service on account 
of his physical infirmities, but he sti/] holds 
his commission to preach the gospe] to the 
heathen and he prizes it with the most 
Sacred care. According to Rev. H. C. Du- 
Bose, in The Missionary, one of the publi- 
cations of the Presbyterian church, Dr. 
Adger wag sent by the American board to 
Smyrna in 1833 and remained there fourteen 
years, translating the New Testament into 
Armenian and engaging in pioneer work in 
the Levant. Foreign missions were then 
in their infancy, and the handful of vorn 
he and his early colleagues ascattered on 
the heights of Lebanon has yielded fruit 
throughout the_nationg in the zeal for ex-

[I no longer see a 
Christian mocking at a Mohammedan, 
nor have I heard a word of? angry hate 
for the Christians from a Mohammedan. 
Years ago fanaticism and prejudice ran 
Into business. and was the continual 
cause of scrimmages on the streets. 
Jew and Gentile were in constant con- 
tention. and we dared not visit the 
Christian quarter of the city with a 
Mohammedan conductor. No sign of 
that prejudice appears. I saw a Mo- 
bammedan reading a German book on 
electricity to a company of Arabian 
spectators, to the evident gratification 
of all parties. The Jews. although for- 
bidden by tke unchanged law of Tur- 
Kev, are corning back in thousands. 
Colonies of Jews from Russia. Germany 
and Italy are springing up—thrifty, 
clean, enterprising and honest—wihch 
influence al] the country about them. 

Dr. Selah Merrill, the United States 
consul at Jerusalem, and one of God's 
most useful and noble mer, told me that 
within ten years the influence of the 
construction of so many hospitals, 
homes and churches about Jerusalem 
has led the Moslems to clean up their 


ences of the respective churches to rec-

MODERN PALESTINE ! 
AND ITS HISTORY 
Dr. Russell; H. Conwell, of Philadelphia, 
ene of the most distinguished lecturers 
and Baptist divines in the United States, 
thus writes from the orient to The Sunday 
Schoo] -Times, concerning the changes 
which have taken place in the Holy Land 
in recent years: 


When I first came to Palestine, long 
ago, there Was no sail gr oar on Galilee; 
but jast week many pusy boatmen con- 
tended enterprisingly to get the patron- 
age of two friends and myself as we in- 
dicated our purpose to go fishing one 
eariy morning. As we dropped our lines 
into the clear blue of the ancient lake, 
we could hear the shepherds singing and 
piping on the mountains; cows awoke 
the old echoes with their lowing, and 
children ran Sleefully along the shore 
and splashed their bare feet4n the wave- 


mosques and repair their sacred build- 
ings, so as to make almost a revolu- 
tion. When I was there before almost 
every kind of filth and stench met us in 
all the corridors of Solomon's and 
Herod’s temple. now the mosque of 
Omar square. But today it is swept and 
washed with a scrupulous cleanliness. 
The names of the places and the titles 
of the sects have not changed, but the 
&pirit of the worship and the motives of 
the people have turned Christward sur- 


prisingly.

There were thirty- 
One pairs of Oxen in sight plowing up 
the rich soil, and the thistles and ser- 
pents were gone. A Christian civiliza- 
tion, which is the reflection of Christ's 
dear face, has already uncovered the 
ruins of the synagogue wherein Jesus 
preached on the. bread of Hfe, and the 
residence of Jesus at Capernaum may 
welcome Him yet again, Bethsaida was 
in bloom, and gardens cultivated when 
Peter and Andrew were there, now bear 
fruit once more, Jn another score of 
years it is clear that fresh villages will 
hide the broken bricks and scars of the 
past.

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Evidence of reform in many Ways was 
strikingly apparent, and when a bright, 
neatly dressed poy accasted me in Ene- 
lish, and kindly escorted me through the 
crooked streets, [ could not realize that 
this could be -tthe den of beggars and 
dogs which I visited in 4870. Then to go 
into the valley of Arbela or on the 
mount Of beatitudes alone was danger- 
ous and at all time uncomfortable. Now 
no robbers infest Arbela’s cave, and a 
curriage road from Haifa on the Medi- 
terranean to Tiberias on Galilee passes 
alung the foot of the mount of beati- 
tudes. Travel is as safe as in Massa- 
chusetts, and travelers are more cour- 
teous and accommodating. 

The shepherds sang us a native song 
as we waited for the devout brethren, 
who had ascended the mount to hold a 
prayer-meeting. “B.ue Galilee, where 
Jesus loved so much to b>,” is not a 
dark spot hidden away in the moun- 
tains, the abode of banditt! and storks. 
It is a frequented lake, and the new 
hotel at the hot springs on the shore 
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makes {it quite like a summer resort. 
Ah, yes! Jesus Ils coming back to Gall- 
lee. At Nain we saw a clean hospice, 
built since I visited this land, and at 
Cana tiocks of school children came out 
by the roadsklie and sang in chorus

the ancient water-pots at Cana, replied 
to my question ag to his health, that he 
was “waiting for the coming of the 
Lord.”’

MARK THEIR GRAVES 


| Arp Talks About Neglect in Attending 


to Soldiers’ Graves. 


SHOULD HAVE HEADSTONES 


So That People Could Locate Their 
Loved Dead Who Fell in Defense 
of Their Country. 


Mr. John 8. Hoshour, of Woodstock, Va., 
writes me that “Colonel William Holt, of 
the Eighth or perhaps the Tenth Georgia 
volunteers, died at my mother’s home 
during the civil war. His body was tender- 
ly buried, for the was a soldier, a gentle- 
man and a Christian, and we became much 
attached to him. I think he was from 
Macon, but we have never heard from his 
kindred. I was then a boy of sixteen, and 
now there are only two of us living who 
know of his grave. The theadboard that 
marked it has gone to decay. Recently. I 
learned that your wife was a Holt, and I 
possibly may be related to or know of this 
Colonel William Holt, and hence I write to 
you.” 

Who can respond to this letter, and who 
will mark that soldier’s grave? My wife 
Was not a Holt, but her mother was, and 
as all the Georgia Holts are kin, either 
near or remote, she wishes me to make 
inquiry and do something for this forgotten 
man. She says “Mr. Hoshour and his 
mother have been kind and thoughtful, 
and now that grave must be re-marked. It 
will cost only a dollar or two for a marble 
headstone. I wonder what branch of the 
Holt family this Colonel William Holt be- 
longed to.’’ 

I have looked over Colonel Avery's cata- 
logue and find that Captain Willis C. Holt 
commanded company C in the Tenth Geor- 
gia regiment; that he afterwards became 
major and then colonel of the regiment. 
This regiment was commanded first by 
Colonel Lafayette McLaws, next by Alfred 
Cumming, next by John B. Weems, next 
by W. C. Holt and last by A. J. McBride. 
Of course some surviving comrade can tell 
us about this Holt, and will write to Mr. 
Hoshour. If the spirits of the dead do 
hover around their graves, how heartless it 
is to neglect them. It is sad enough to be 
buried by strangers afar from home and 
kindred, and sadder still to be among the 
unknown and unrecerded dead. Of course 
this cannot be avoided during war, but 
there is no excuse for neglecting the graves 
of kindred who are buried within easy reach 
of home. If there be ghosts and haunts 
and spectres frequenting graveyards, they 
must come from these neglected graves. 
Respect for the home of the dead—the 
graveyard—the cemetery—is one of the best 
evidences of a civilized and kind-hearted 
people. Graves do not require monuments, 
but they do silently demand attention. 
They should be protected from wanton in- 
trusion. There is a grave here now in an 
abandoned cemetery, a potter's field, over 
which rude and careless feet tramp dally, 
and in this grave was buried the father of 
a man long honored and loved in Georgia. 
A broken, mildewed marble slab that has 
his name and age lies upon the ground 
where it has fallen. It is a blemish upon 
the family name that this grave of the 


1 ancestor has been so long negiected. Once 


I wrote to a man and suggested that a sim- 
ple shaft or tombstone be placed over his 
father’s grave—a father distinguished in 
his day—and he wrote me saying that the 
wants of the living were more important 
than sentimental honors to the dead, 

That man was wealthy. I had a marble 
heacstone placed to mark that grave. Wo- 
man has more heart, more sentiment 
about such things than man. It is the 
mother who visits the grave of her child 
and decks it with flowers. The poet Bar- 
rett says that ‘“‘Woman was last at the 
cross and earliest at the grave,’’ and Hal- 
leck says that “The graves of our loved 
ones are our pilgrim shrines.’’ 

I wonder if there is a charnel house in 
this country. Where do they find room 
for the dead in New York city and Chi- 
cago? We read that in England and 
Some parts of Germany the bodies of the 
dead are allowed but thirty years to sleep 
in the cemetery and are then taken up 
and the bones thrown in the charne!I house 
and there they decay and settle down into 
dust. Land is too valuable to keep on 
spreading it into graveyards and so they 
keep on using the seme ground every thir- 
ly years. Th: seniiment of respect for the 
homes of the dead is presumed to pass 
away in that time. There is nothing there 
but bones and not many of them. This is 
at least better than cremation; no better 
for the dead, of course, but more grateful 
to the living wno loved them. ‘Sacred and 
profane history abounds in mention of hon- 
ors to the dead and respect for their burial
